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INTRODUCTION To SECOND EDITION. 


The first edition of this publication has proved so useful that it 
has been decided to publish a second edition, revised and brought 
up to date by the inclusion of model conditions for certain establish- 
ments previously omitted, and the addition of a considerable amount 
of new information which it is necessary to include in order that the 
publication may become a real Htablissements Insalubres handbook. 


The new matter includes a copy of the Htablassements Insalubres 
Law, the Ministerial Arrété dated August 29, 1904, the newly revised 
Health Division of the schedule of establishments, a list of towns and 
villages to which Category B of the schedule is applied, and certain 
important Departmental Orders bearing on the administration of the 
law. ; 


An additional index has also been incorporated to facilitate 
reference. 


The Department of Public Health hopes that this new edition 
may prove a help to all those officials who are concerned with the 
administration of the law in question. 
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INTRODUCTION TO FIRST EDITION. 
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The following model conditions for certain factories, shops, 
markets, stores, etc., requiring licences under the Htablissements 
Insalubres Law, are issued by the Department of Public Health 
as a help to the Medical Officers whose duty it 1s to inspect these 
establishments and draw up the conditions under which they are to 
be built and exploited. 

It must be clearly understood that the conditions as given are 
model conditions, and are not intended to be applied to every establish- 
ment concerned without modification. 

It is clearly impossible to lay down hard-and-fast conditions 
equally suitable for the same type of establishment in, for example, 
Cairo and Mintf. 

The Medical Officers examining and reporting on the establish- 
ments must use their common sense and decide which of the model 
conditions are suitable for application, which, if any, should be left 
out, which modified, and what extra conditions, if any, should be 
added. 

It is obvious that in a large city such as Cairo a higher standard 
should be aimed at than is possible in many of the provincial towns, 
and also that even in Cairo the standard in certain quarters of the city 
should be higher than in others. 

For example, in the model conditions for a grocer’s shop the mini- 
mum height laid down for the interior of the establishment 1s four 
metres. 

This should. certainly be insisted on when licensing a large grocer’s 
shop in the main streets of Cairo or Tanta, but there 1s noreason why a 
lower height standard should not be permitted for a small baqgal 
in the poorer quarters of Cairo or Tanta or in the provincial towns. 

In performing this work the Medical Officers should always try 
to remember why it is that any given establishment is included under 
the Ktablissements Insalubres Law, and what is the main object to 
be kept in view when laying down the conditions. 

Thus in those establishments in which articles of food or drink 
are manufactured, stored, or sold, the object of the conditions is to 
prevent the article of food or drink being contaminated either during 
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manufacture or storage and to cause them to be presented to the public 
in such a state that they will not be a danger to health. 

These establishments dealing with the manufacture, storage, and 
sale of food and drink are the most important establishments with 
which the Medical Officer has to deal. 

Again, in establishments such as glue factories, tanneries, and soap 
factories the object of the conditions is to prevent the injury to health 
or the nuisance which might be caused to the neighbours by the noxious 
fumes or dust given off, or by noxious trade waste liquors finding their 
way into water supplies. 

In certain establishments again, such, for example, as match 
factories, tobacco and cigarette factories, etc., the main reason for 
laying down the conditions is to protect the workers in the factories 
from the noxious fumes or dust generated in the processes employed. 

It must also be remembered by the Medical Officers that however 
well thought out and stringent the conditions may be which are laid 
down before the establishment is opened, the good effect will be largely 
negatived unless the establishment is regularly inspected afterwards 
to see that the conditions continue to be carried out. 

The Department hopes later to appoint Mo‘awenin in the larger 
towns to make these inspections under the supervision of the Medical 
Officers, but until these officials are appointed it is hoped that the 
Medical Officers themselves will try to inspect as many of these estab- 
lishments—and_ especially those concerned mm the manufacture, 
storage, and sale of food and drink—as possible. 

In issuing these model conditions the Department hopes that 
Medical Officers will consider them carefully, and that they may be of 
assistance to all those concerned in the administration of the Kta- 
blissements Insalubres Law.

LAW CONCERNING OBJECTIONABLE, UNHEALTHY, AND 
DANGEROUS ESTABLISHMENTS. 
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DECREE. 


Wer, Kuepive or Heyer, 


On the proposition of the Minister of the Interior and with the approval of 
the Council of Ministers ; 

In conformity with the decision of the General Assembly of the Mixed Court 
of Appeal dated June 7, 1904; 

And the approbation of the Legislative Council ; 


DECREE AS FOLLOWS :— 


Art. 1.—It is forbidden to establish or work any objectionable, unhealthy, 
or dangerous establishment without first obtaining a permit. 

The applicant shall be notified either of the granting or refusal of the permit 
within the following time limits :— 

Regarding an establishment of the first class, the opinion of the Ministry 
as regards the site will be given within sixty days from the date of payment of 
the fees prescribed by Article 4 of the attached Regulations. If the site is appro- 
ved, but it is considered necessary to lay down any conditions in the interest of 
public health or public security, the Ministry will notify the applicant of the 
approvai of the site and indicate the measures he is required to carry out. 

When the applicant has carried out these measures, he should notify the 
competent authority, which will acknowledge receipt of such notification. 

Within a further period of thirty days from the date of receipt of the notifica- 
tion mentioned above the Administration will verify the execution of the measures 
laid down and issue the permit if they are satisfactory ; if not, the permit will be 
. refused. 

The above procedure shall also apply to establishments of the second and 
third classes, if the competent authority finds at the first inspection of the 
establishment that it 1s necessary to lay down any conditions. 

If at the first inspection the competent authority finds it unnecessary to lay 
down any conditions, the applicant shall be informed of the decision within the 
period of sixty days as before mentioned. 


Art. 2.—Objectionable, unhealthy, and dangerous establishments are divided 
into three classes according to their importance in the form of a schedule annexed 
to the Regulations prescribed in the following article. 

Any establishment not included in the schedule may, if considered necessary, 
be added to any of the three classes by simple arré¢é. 

The Ministry may also by arrété modify the classification or define the kinds 
of establishments in the schedule, 
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The distances and all other conditions it may be necessary to lay down 
are left to the competent authority to decide according to local conditions, ete. 


Art. 3.—The Ministry of Interior will issue General Regulations as a supple- 
ment to this Decree for the purpose of regulating the application thereof. 


ArT, 4.---The owners of objectionable, unhealthy, or dangerous establishments 
existing before the promulgation of the Decree dated June 27, 1896, who have 
not made the declaration prescribed in Article 5 of the General Regulations of 
the same date, are required to make the said declaration within sixty days of 
the date on which the present Decree becomes law. 

This declaration must be made on stamped paper (30 mills.) and give the 
details required by paragraph | of Article 4 of the Regulations annexed to the 
present Decree. 

If within the said period they fail to observe the preceding conditions, the 
establishments will be considered as new establishments and may not be worked 
without first obtaining a permit. 

A permit shall also be required in the case of any establishment transferred 
from one place to another or which has been altered in such a way as to change 
the working conditions from the point of view of convenience, health, or public 
security. 

Art. 5.—Objectionable, unhealthy, or dangerous establishments may be 
inspected by delegates of the Administration responsible for ensuring that the 
Regulations and conditions laid down with regard to convenience, health, or 
security are complied with. 

If the owner of the establishment is a foreigner, his consular authority should 
be notified in advance to afford an opportunity to attend the inspection if desired. 

The inspection must not include any part of the premises used exclusively 
as a habitation or as offices. 

The Inspectors should be selected from amongst the higher officials of the 
Administration. 


Art. 6.--In case of serious danger as regards convenience, health, or 
public security or the workpeople, the owner of an establishment either existing 
at the time the Decree and Regulations dated June 27, 1896, were promulgated 
or licensed subsequently must conform as regards working conditions to the. 
measures laid down by the competent authority and approved by Ministerial arrété. 

These measures may include the suspension of work until the conditions laid 
down have been carried out. 

Should the owner of the establishment fail to comply with the said measures 
within the prescribed period, the procedure laid down in Article 8 of the 
General Regulations should be applied. 


Art. 7.—Any infraction of this Decree and of the General Regulations 
referred to in Article 3 hereof is punishable in accordance with the terms of the 
said Regulations, without prejudice to closure or suppression according to the 
nature of the industry, which the judge may order at the expense of the offender. 

Sentence of closure or suppression should be ordered by the judge in every 
case in which an establishment has been worked in spite of the refusal of the 
permit, 


A similar judgment should be’ given in case of establishments working 
without a permit or not complying with the conditions laid down under Article 6 
after the first conviction. 


If the owners of the establishment are partly foreigners and partly natives, 
the prosecution shall take place in the Mixed Courts. 


Art. 8.—The terms of the present Decree shall be applicable to establish- 
ments in which steam engines are used, without prejudice to the Regulations 
concerning steam engines. 


Art. 9.—This enactment replaces the Decree dated June 27, 1896, regarding 
objectionable, unhealthy, or inconvenient establishments which is and remains 
abrogated except in so far as concerns steam engines. 


Art. 10.—The Minister of the Interior is charged with the enforcement of 
this Decree.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS FOR APPLYING 
THE LAW ON OBJECTIONABLE, UNHEALTHY, 
AND DANGEROUS ESTABLISHMENTS. 


ARRETE. 


THe MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR, 


In accordance with Article 3 of the Objectionable, Unhealthy, and Dangerous 
Kstablishments Decree dated August 28, 1904 ; 

And the decision of the General Assembly of the Mixed Court of Appeal 
dated June 7, 1904; 


DECIDES AS FOLLOWS :— 


Art. 1.—The permits referred to in Article 1 of the Decree dated August 28, 
1904, shall be issued by the following authorities :— 

(1 ) For establishments of the first class, by the Ministry of the Interior. 

(2) For establishments of the second class, by the Governorate or Mudiriya. 

(3) For establishments of the third. class, by the Mamirs of Markazes or 

Qisms. 

The localities to which these Regulations and the Decree shall apply will be 
fixed by Arrété of the Ministry of the Interior in so far as concerns the establish- 
ments comprised in Category B of the three classes. 

As regards Etablissements Insalubres of the three classes, situated within 
the boundaries of Alexandria town, and designated by the Ministry of the 
Interior, the latter may delegate to the Administrator of the Municipality the 
power to issue permits and lay down the necessary conditions in the form and 
according to the rules prescribed. 


Art. 2.—Permits for establishments of the first, second, or third class shall 
be issued by the respective competent authorities after ascertaining that the 
establishment conforms to the conditions laid down by the Ministry of the 
. Interior. 


Art. 3.—The competent authority has always the right to insert in the permit 
of any establishment, whatever its class, such special conditions as may be deemed 
necessary regarding the interior arrangements, the machines used, the working 
conditions or the hours of work, in the interest of the persons frequenting the 
establishment, working therein, or living in the neighbourhood. 


Art. 4.—Applications for permits should be submitted to the authorities 
charged with the issue of permits in virtue of Article 1 of these Regulations. The 
application must be written on stamped paper (value 30 mills.) and indicate : 
the name of the applicant, nationality, profession, address, kind of permit, 
place where the establishment will be installed, the nature of the industry for 
which the establishment is to be used, and, in the case of mechanical motors, 
the kind, power, and working system of such motors. 

Applications for permits for first class establishments must always be accom- 
panied by a plan thereof, showing also the surroundings, their nature, the dis- 
tances between them and the establishment, the drainage system, etc, 
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‘The same conditions shall apply in the case of second and third class estab- 
lishments whenever the competent authority judges this necessary. 
No action will be taken with regard to any application for a permit until 
the preliminary fees have been paid. These are :— 
P.T. 100 for first class establishments. 
P.T. 50 for second class establishments. 
P.T. 20 for third class establishments. 


Art. 5.—Every permit to which effect is not given by the licensee within 
one year of the date of issue shall be considered as lapsed. 

Permits for third class establishments of a temporary nature shall be valid 
for a period of two months only from the date of issue. 

Any establishment remaining idle for a period exceeding one year shall oniy 
be re-started after obtaining a new permit. 

In case of change of ownership, the person taking over possession should 
notify the change to the competent authority within one week, stating his names, 
nationality, and address, and should also forward the permit or acknowledgment 
of receipt of the declaration referred to in Article 5 of the Regulations dated June 
27, 1896, and Article 4 of the Decree of the same date, so that an annotation 
regarding the change of ownership may be made thereon. 


~ Art. 6-—The Government will take no cognizance of any relationship 
between the licensee of an objectionable, unhealthy, or dangerous establishment 
and third parties. 


The licensee is responsible for all actionable or other results caused by his 
establishment or otherwise. 


Art. 7.—Any offence against the Decree or these Regulations shall be punish- 
able by imprisonment not exceeding one week and a fine not exceeding P.T. 100, 
or by either of these two punishments only. 

The infliction of these penalties may take place without prejudice to the 
closure or suppression of the establishment to be ordered by the judge in accord- 
ance with the terms of Article 7 of the Decree. 


Art. 8.—The order for the suspension of an establishment or for modifying 
the working conditions thereof shall be sent to the Governorate or Midiriya for 
communication to the person concerned. 

Such orders must state the reasons and the time limit within which they 
must be complied with. 

The said time limit shall be at least ten days when the owner is in occupation 
and twenty days in the case of tenants. 

If on the expiration of the time limit the terms of the said order have not 
been complied with, the Governorate or Mudiriya shall notify the fact to the 
Administration concerned in order that a procés-verbal of contravention may be 
drawn up. 

Legal proceedings based upon this proces-verbal shall be instituted against 
the offender, and the judge, in addition to the ordinary penalties, shall, if 
necessary, order the closure or suppression of the establishment at the offender’s 
expense, 

The judgment shall be executed against the owner, who must regularize 
his position as regards the tenants or other occupiers. 
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Art. 9.—Sentences ordering or refusing to order closure or suppression aré 
subject to appeal either by the persons concerned or by the Government, subject 
to a declaration to that effect made at the registry office of the court within 
ten days. 

This period shall be calculated, in the case of judgment by default, from the 
date on which, in accordance with Article 133 of the Native Code of Criminal 
Procedure and Article 135 of the Mixed Code of Criminal Procedure, opposition 
is not accepted, and in the case of judgments given in the presence of both 
parties or by default followed by opposition, from the date they were given. 

The appeal shall be brought before the Court, which will decide urgently. 


Art. 10.—These regulations replace those dated June 27, 1896, concerning. 
objectionable, unhealthy, or dangerous establishments and the regulations for 
steam engines, which, as regards procedure, follow the said regulations.

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DEPARTMENTAL ORDERS. 


No. 42 (1919).—Instructions for the Compiling of the 


‘‘Etablissements Insalubres ’’ Registers. 


Cairo, September 3, 1919. 


It having been found as the result of inspection that the Departmental 
Order No. 39, dated July 29, 1919, is being interpreted in different ways in different 
places, the said Departmental Order is cancelled and the following amended 
draft published in its place:— 

New registers have just been designed for the purpose of keeping a record 
of ‘ Ktablissements Insalubres ”’? (Sahha Division) in the Offices of the Admi- 
nistration. The registers are of three kinds :— 

Form No. 68 C.Ad.—First Class Establishments. 

Form No. 69 C.Ad.—Second Class Establishments. 

Form No. 70 C.Ad.—Third Class Establishments. 

One register of each kind will be issued to every Qism, Bandar, Markaz, and 
Outpost Health Office. If one register proves to be insufficient for any of the 
three classes of establishments, further registers may be obtained from the 
Central Administration by requisition in the usual way. 

All Sahha establishments authorized in virtue of Law No. 13 of August 
28, 1904, should be entered in the new registers with the exception of :— 

(a) Establishments whose permits have lapsed for any reason. These 

should be omitted. 

(6) Third class establishments (such as brick kilns, lime kilns, ete.) to 
which temporary permits are given. <A record of these should be 
kept in a separate unofficial register. 

Kstablishments holding Rokhsas or Ikhidrs antedating the foregoing law, 
which the Public Health Inspectors, Medical Officers, or Mo‘dwentn come 
across in their inspections, should also be entered in the registers. 

The information required for these new registers must be obtained from the 
lists of Sahha establishments kept in the respective Governorates, Mudiriyas, 
Bandars, and Markazes. 

Before being copied into the new registers, the establishments should be 
arranged in order of date. 

Attention here is drawn to the fact that in no case should entry in the registers 
be made by grouping each type of establishments together. Record should as 
far as possible be made in order of date. The grouping of the various types of 
establishments should be done in the index as explained below. 

Medical Officers are informed that the registers must be filled up within 
three months from the date of issue of the registers as regards establishments 
already - licensed. 
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When all licensed establishments have been entered in the registers, these 
must be kept up to date by adding to them all other establishments as they are 
licensed in future. Local arrangements should be made with the Governorate, 
Mudiriya, Bandar, or Markaz to supply the information required for the register 
to the Public Health Office when a new licence is issued for a Sahha establish- 
ment. 


All inspections made by the Medical Officers or by the Inspectors specially 
appointed for this work should be entered in the special columns provided for 
the purpose. | 

When the owner of an establishment is put in contravention or when a 
Ministerial Arrété is drawn up, this information should be added in the registers. 


As a very large number of establishments will be entered in each register, 
it is necessary to have a system by which reference to the various kinds of esta- 
blishments will be facilitated. A simple index should therefore be arranged for 
each register by pasting one or two blank sheets of ruled foolscap paper at the 
beginning of the book. The index will consist of the description of the kind of 
establishment, then the serial No. from the register, and the name of the pro- 
prietor in parentheses. The following examples will serve to illustrate what is 
described :— 

Bakers: No. 27 (Mohammad Ahmad); No. 48 (Guirguis Nasr); No. 64 
(‘Aly Hassan), and so on. 

Butchers ; No. 29 (Ahmad Hasan); No. 44 (Ibrahim Hussein), and so on. 

By this means it will be easy to refer at any time to all the bakers, butchers, 
ete., in the district. 

Public Health Inspectors and Medical Officers are instructed to personally 
supervise the work of the clerks in filling up these registers. 

If any doubt arises in connection with this Order, the Central Adminis- 
tration should be asked for a ruling. 


No. 54 (1919).—Duties of Mo‘awenin appointed for Work in Connection 
with ‘* Etablissements Insalubres.’’ 


; s Cairo, November 9, 1919. 

The Mo‘dwenin appointed for work in connection with Htablissements 
Insalubres in the provinces have been provided for the purpose of making 
possible a more thorough control of the said establishments and raising the 
standard of their hygienic efficiency. 

The Mo‘dwen will work as follows :— 

In Governorates : under the orders of the Medical Officer of Health. 

In Mudiriyas, under the general supervision of the Mudiriya Health Inspector, 
If there is a Bandar Health Office in the Mudiriya town, he should be attached 
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to this office and work under the Bandar Medical Officer. He will be in charge 
of the Hiablissements Insalubres Registers of the Bandar. His work will in 
this case be confined to the Bandar until the Mudiriya Inspector has assured 
himself that the Htablissements Insalubres in the Bandar have been brought 
to such a high state of efficiency that the Mo‘dwen can be detailed for inspection 
trips in the various towns of the Mudiriya in addition, of course, to his routine 
work in the Bandar. 


If there is no Bandar, the Mo‘dwen will be attached to the Markaz Health 
Office under the Markaz Medical Officer and his inspections will be throughout 
the Markaz but chiefly of course in the Mudiriya town. He will be in charge of 
the Etablissements Insalubres Registers of the Markaz. Here again, when the 
establishments of this Markaz have been brought to a sufficiently high state of 
efficiency, the Mudiriya Inspector _ can employ the Mo'dwen for inspection 
purposes in other Markazes of the Mudiriya in addition to his routine work 
in his own Markaz. 


The duties of the Mo'dwen comprise :— 
1. Inspection of Htablissements Insalubres already licensed. 


2. Keeping up to date the Htablissements Insalubres Registers of the 
circumscription permanently allotted to him. 


3. Reporting the existence of any Htablissements Insalubres found to 
be working without a licence. 


Kach Mo'dwen will be provided with :— 
(2) A copy of the Etablissements Insalubres Law with schedule annexed. 
(b) A copy of the book of ‘‘ Model Conditions.” 


(c) Duplicate book in which he will write all reports, one copy being 
detached and forwarded to his chief and the other remaining in 
the book for reference purposes. 


(d) A large scale map of the town, if available, on which should be 
marked the position of all licensed establishments. 


1. Inspection oF Htablissements Insalubres. 


On no account is the Mo'déwen to have anything to do with the licensing 
of new establishments. This is the duty of the Medical Officer and is to remain 
so. The responsibility of the MJ/o‘dwen commences immediately a licence has 
been granted. He will inspect all establishments. In the case of those recently 
_licensed, he will see that the conditions laid down on the rokhsa are being ful- 
filled and report the result of the inspection to the Medical Officer. In the case 
of establishments licensed a long time ago, he will compare the conditions laid 
down with those given in the “ Model Conditions ” recently published and report 
to the Medical Officer what additional conditions, if any, are necessary to make 
the state of the establishment satisfactory. 


When a Mo'dwen discovers that the conditions Eel down on the rokhsa 
are not being carried out, he should try to persuade the owner of the establish- 
ment to voluntarily observe the conditions on the rokhsa or to allow further 
conditions to be added administratively without compelling the Department to 
put him in contravention or to draw up a Ministerial Arrévé, 
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It should be realized that the most successful Mo‘dwen is not necessarily 
the one who has the largest number of contraventions or Ministerial Arrétés in 
his district. It will be found that much can be done by exercizing tact and 
patience, and as these new methods of supervision of Htablissements Insalubres 
will be novel to many of the permit holders,the above qualities should be fully 
employed at the start in all cases. It is much better to get the condition of an 
establishment put right bil ma‘rdf tather than bil zér. However, if 
the owner of an establishment will not carry out the conditions laid down, or 
will not agree to the administrative addition to his rokhsa of conditions neces- 
‘sary to bring his establishment to a proper state of hygienic efficiency, then the 
Mo‘dwen must report to the Medical Officer, who will decide whether to inter- 
view the recalcitrant himself, to write to him, draw up a procés-verbal of contra- 
vention, or prepare a Ministerial Arré/é. 


2. KEEPING UP TO DatTE THE LHtablissements Insalubres REGISTERS 
OF THE CIRCUMSCRIPTIONS ALLOTTED PERMANENTLY TO THEM. 


The Mo‘dwen will be responsible for the Htablissements Insalubres Registers 
(Nos. 68, 69, 70 C.A.) of the circumscription permanently allotted to him. He 
will be expected to take a personal pride in the neatness and accuracy of his 
registers : all entries should be made in ink. He should make adequate arrange- 
ments for the safety of the registers when he is absent from the office on inspection. 


3. REPORTING THE EXISTENCE OF ANY Kitabiissements Insalubres 
FOUND TO BE WORKING WITHOUT A LICENCE. 


The report on any such establishments should be made to the Medical 
Officer in writing. Before making the report, the Wo‘dwen must assure himself 
by questioning the owner that the establishment. really is not licensed. The 
Medical Officer will decide on the course of action to be adopted. 


N.B.—These instructions do not apply to Cairo City where special instruc- 
tions will be laid down by the Medical Officer of Health. 


No. 62 (1919).—Instructicns regarding the Preparation of Ministerial 
‘‘6 Arrétés ’’ for ‘* Etablissements Insalubres. ”’ 


Cairo, December 24, 1919. 


It has been noticed by the Department that projects of Ministerial Arrétés 
regarding Htablissements Insalubres 11 most cases are irregularly drawn 
up and therefore fail to comply with the legal form required. The Department 
therefore draws the attention of Public Health Inspectors in Mudiriyas and 
Governorates to the following instructions which should strictly be adhered 
to in preparing projects of such Ministerial Arréiés. 

It must be borne in mind that the observance of the following instructions 
will dispense with unnecessary exchange of correspondence and consequent loss 
of time which gives the opportunity to the owner of any establishment to exploit 
it for a longer period in its insanitary condition, | 
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The project of Ministerial Arrété should begin with an introduction containing 
the following :— 


Date of examination. 

Names of sanitary and administrative examiners. 
Name of owner of establishment. 

Kind and position of establishment. 

Date and number of permit (if any) or ckhtdr (if any). 
Name of Sheikh el Hara. 


Following the above particulars, all the conditions recommended for the 
establishment should be put down under the title ““ Conditions to be maintained 
in the establishment ” written prominently in the centre of the line. 

Then under the title of “ Sanitary conditions lacking and which should 
be enforced within the period of delay prescribed in this Arrété’’ such condi- 
tions should be quoted. 

The period of delay recommended must be mentioned and the Ministerial 
Arrété signed by the sanitary and administrative examiners. 


INDEX OF ESTABLISHMENTS. 
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i... FOOD MARKETS. 


Buildings. 
1.—The building must be solidly constructed of masonry, burnt 
bricks, concrete, or other fireproof material. 


2..-Hivery room and every part of the building must be provided 
with adequate openings, windows and skylights, for ventilation and 


light. 


3.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part of the walls must be plastered with 


ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed ™ 


annually and at other times when found necessary by the Public 
Health Authorities. Ceilings, if not painted, must also be lime- 
washed. 


4.—The floor level of all rooms, passages, etc., must be at least 
ten centimetres higher than the road level. All floors must be paved 
with asphalt, cement, or baldt, laid on a strong concrete foundation. 


5.—All ~woodwork and ironwork must be oil-painted and the 
paint renewed whenever necessary. 


Roads. 


6.—-All roads inside the market must be made impermeable by 
paving with Abu Za‘bal basalt or stone of similar quality, or compressed 
asplalt. The paving must be so graded that all surface water and 
washing water will flow to proper drainage channels. 


7.-~The level of the roads inside the market must not be lower 
than the level of the public roads leading thereto. 


8.—The main roads of the market must be at least six to eight 
metres wide. The subsidiary roads must be at least four metres wide. 
No sidewalks may be constructed in any of the market roads, 
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Drainage. 

9.—The main roads must be provided with open drainage 
channels, covered with strong movable iron gratings, to receive all 
drainage and washing water. 


10..—The drainage of the subsidiary roads must be effected by 
means of slight gradients towards the centre, and a general fall 
towards the main roads. No open channels will be allowed in the 
subsidiary roads. 


11.—The open drainage channels in the main roads must be 
constructed of half-round glazed stoneware drainage channels, laid 
with gradients to trapped gulleys fixed in convenient positions. 


12.—The trapped gulleys must be of the type known as Dean’s 
Pattern, or of a similar pattern, and must be provided with strong 
galvanized cast-iron dirt buckets. 


13.—The trapped gulleys must be connected to the drainage 
system by means of properly jointed stoneware pipes. 


14.—The drains must be constructed of glazed stoneware pipes, 
perfectly glazed with a smooth surface, jointed with cement so as 
to be perfectly water-tight and laid in straight lines between 
inspection manholes. 


15..-The manholes must be built of brick in cement mortar 
with a stoneware channel; the bottom of the manhole must be sloped 
towards the channel, and the inside walls plastered with cement, 
all angles being rounded off. 


16.—The manholes must be fitted with strong cast-iron covers 
with special double automatic seal lids. 


17.—At convenient points along the drains, ventilating columns 
must be fixed and carried up to such a height as to cause no nuisance 
to the neighbourhood. 


Connection to Public Drainage System. 
18.—The drains must be so laid out that they may be connected 
to existing or future public sewers. 


19.—The drainage system of the market must be connected 
to the public drainage system where such is available, 
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20.—Where no public drainage system is available, all waste 
water and sewage shall be discharged into a “ Fosse Mouras”’ and 
filter constructed in an unroofed courtyard or open space belonging 
to the market. The effluent from the filters shall discharge to a 
percolating pit of adequate size situated also in an unroofed yard. 
Where there is sufficient open ‘and unroofed space, percolating 
trenches should also be constructed from the percolating pit. 


21.—The “ Fosse Mouras,” filter, and percolating pit must be 
covered by gas-tight iron covers and ventilated by a four-inch 
cast-1ron pipe carried up to such a height as to cause no nuisance 
to the neighbourhood and at least two metres above the neighbouring 
roofs. They must be situated so that they may be emptied without 
the contents being transported through any covered-in part of the 
market. 


22.—As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


Latrines. 

23.—Public latrines, similar in type and construction to the new 
public latrines in Cairo, must be provided in convenient positions 
remote from the fish, vegetables, and foodstuffs stalls. 


Water Supply. 
24.—The water used in the market must be derived :— 

(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main 
and the water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps 
withm the building. All wells on the premises must be 
filled up and pumps removed. 

_ (6) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, from 
a source approved by the Department of Public Health. 


25.—In the case of paragraph 24 (b), samples of the water it is 
proposed to use must be submitted to the Department of Public - 
Health for analvsis. 


26.—Whenever a public water supply is established after the 
issue of the permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted in 
accordance with the provisions of paragraph 24 (a). 
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27.—Water taps, with screw nozzles for screwing on hose pipes, 
must be provided in convenient positions for washing all parts of the 
market. 

28.—No ornamental water basins or fountains will be allowed 
within the covered market. 


29.—For the cleaning of fish, a washing basin must be provided 
in the open air or under a special shed, outside the covered part 
of the market. ‘The ground surrounding this basin must be paved 
with impermeable material, so laid as to drain all waste water to a 
trapped gulley fixed outside the basin for receiving the waste water 
from that basin. 


30.—A similar basin must be provided for washing vegetables. 


Fish Stalls. 

31.—All fish stalls must be fixtures, constructed of marble, 
glazed stoneware, or similar impermeable material, in order that all 
their surfaces may be easily cleaned and washed. They must be 
supported on legs and left open below. The waste water from each 
fish stali must pour into a moveable bucket, and this, when full, 
shall be removed by hand and the contents poured down the special 
trapped gulley provided for the drainage of the fish washing basin. 


Butchers’ Stalls. : 
32.—Butchers’ stalls must be of the same fixed type as fish stalls, 
but the tops may be of wood covered with zine. 


33.—An artificial lighting system, of a type approved by the 
Department of Public Health, must be installed in the market. This 
light must be available during the night for cleaning operations. 


Responsibility of Licensee. 

34.—The Government will take no cognizance of engagements 
entered into by the licensee with other parties. The licensee will 
be held responsible for any infraction of the conditions of the permit 
which may be committed by any party he has made arrangements with. 


Scope of Permit. 


35.—The premises shall be used only for the industries usually 
carried on in public markets. 


Food Markets. 


36.—The permit allows of the opening and working inside the 
market of all the establishments mentioned in the following list — 

Grocers’ shops. 

Butchers and pork butchers’ shops. 

Fruit and vegetable shops. 

Wines, beer, etc., shops (sale in bottles or barrels, wholesale). 

Dairy produce shops. 

Tripe shops. 

Fish shops. 

Poultry shops. 

Bread shops. 

Confectionery and*pastry shops. 

Domestic articles (glassware and hardware) shops. 


It is, however, to be noted :— 


(a) That the sale of fish and other sea products shall not take _ 
place except in the part of the market specially reserved 
for the purpose and marked on the approved plan. 

(b) That it is forbidden to work two or more industries in 
the same establishment without the previous written 
authorization of the Department of Public Health. 


37.—For the opening and working in the interior of the market 
of any other establishment mentioned in the schedule annexed to 
Law No. 13 of 1904 on Ltablessements Incommodes, Insalubres et 
Dangereux, a permit in conformity with the provisions of the said 
law must be obtained. 


38.—Frsikh stores are not allowed in the market. 


Transport of Goods. 


39.—Carts, etc., will only be permitted to enter the market 
at the places allotted and fixed in agreement with the Scavenging 
Service. The transport of goods to the shops, depots, or other hired 
places shall be done by hand. 


Business Hours. 


40.—The market must be open for business daily at the least from 
7 a.m. to 1 p.m. 


Water Supply. 
41.—The water supply must be constant and abundant. 
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Cleanliness. , 

42.—The whole of the market, including the hired places, must 
be kept in a constant state of cleanliness. The floors and passages 
must be washed by means of a hose pipe at least once every three 
days. In the intervals, cleanliness will be maintained by means 
of handcarts of the type approved by the Department of Public Health. 


Removal of Refuse. 

43.—All offal, entrails, waste, sweepings, and other refuse must 
be removed in covered carts of the type approved by the Department 
of Public Health, and transported at the expense of the licensee 
to the dumping place appointed by the said Department. 


Latrines. 
44.—Water-closets and latrines inside the market must be main- 
. tained at all times in such a state of cleanliness as to cause no nuisance 
* to the neighbourhood. They must be furnished with a constant 
supply of water sufficient to ensure their efficient working. 


Washing of Fish and Vegetables. 

45.—Suitable arrangements, including a constant supply of water, 
must be made in the part of the market used for the washing of fish. 
and vegetables, which must not be washed or cleaned in any place 
other than that provided for the purpose. 


Raised Stands. 

46.—Any barrel, box, sack, etc., which is to remain in the market 
for more than three consecutive days must be placed upon a stand 
raised thirty centimetres above the floor, the space beneath the 
stand to remain free in order to facilitate cleaning. 


47.— Besides the barrels, boxes, sacks, etc., mentioned in Article 46, 
the cupboards, oil jars, and goods exposed for sale on the floors of 
the shops must be placed on stands at least thirty centimetres high, 
the space beneath the stand to remain free to facilitate cleaning. 


Butchers. 
48.—(a) Butchers’ stalls will not be allowed in the passages ; 
they must be placed inside the shops. 
(6) Meat must not be hung up at the doors, or by means of 
hooks, or otherwise in such a way as to project into the 
passage way. 
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(c) Meat which does not bear the stamp of a Government 
abattow shall not be exposed for sale except by special 
authorization of the Department of Public Health. 


Milk Dealers. 

49.—All tables must have marble or zinc tops. All vessels and 
utensils should be of glazed pottery or enamelled iron with gauze 
covers or should be placed in a cupboard with glass or wire gauze 
doors. 


Animals, etc. 
50.—Live animals, poultry, etc., must not be kept in the market 
during the night. 


Obstruction of Way. 

51.—All passages and especially those in front of the shops must 
be kept free of all obstruction, such as piles of wood, boxes, baskets, 
sacks, ete. 


Hawkers, etc. 
52.—Kntrance to the market will be strictly forbidden to all 
hawkers and to any kind of procession. 


Maintenance. 

53.—Repairs to skylights, syphons, gulleys, pavements, water 
installation, latrines, urinals, etc., must be effected within the time 
fixed by the Department of Public Health on a simple administrative 
notice served on the licensee. All parts of the market shall be main- 
tained in a good state of repair. 


Ghafirs. 
54.—One or more ghafirs known to the police must be appointed 
and paid by the licensee. 


Closing. 

55.—Lvery day, as soon as the market hours are over, the licensee 
shall close all means of access to the market, which will remain closed 
during the night. No person except the ghafir shall remain in the 
market after closing time. 

A time-table for the opening and closing of the market shall be 
laid down by the licensee after the approval of the administrative 
authorities. 


Habitation prohibited. 
56.—It is strictly prohibited to use for the purpose of habitation 
any part of the market or the buildings comprised therei. 
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Establishments with Access to the Market and the Public Road. 
57.—Establishments can communicate direct with the market 
and public roads on the following conditions :— 


(a) Every establishment placed either wholly or partly inside 
the market shall conform, as regards working conditions, 
to those laid down for the working of the market. Any 
establishment having direct communication with the interior 
of the market and the road shall be considered as a separate 
establishment. 

(6) The part of the shop or establishment abutting on the public 
road shall be subject to the Tanzim and Police Regulations. 

(c) At the hour fixed for closing the market, the communication 
between the establishment and the inside of the market 
shall be entirely closed by a door or other barricade completely 
covering, in width and height, the means of communication, 
and locked by the licensee. 

(d) The licensee remains responsible for the observance of the 
working conditions of such shops, even after the closure 
of the doors of communication every night. 


58.—The present conditions and their annexes must be printed 
in legible characters in Arabic, French, Italian, and Greek, and per- 
manently exhibited in a conspicuous position in the market. 


59.—The licensee binds himself to submit to all Manicipal regu- 
lations and to any taxes which may be imposed subsequent to the 
date of the permit. 


Infectious Diseases. 

60.—The owner or occupier of the market shall give immediate 
notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or suspected case 
of infectious disease which may occur among the persons working or 
who have been recently working in the market. 


Permit and Pian of Market. 

61.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan of 
the market approved by the Public Health Authorities will be kept 
posted in the market for the information of such delegates of the 
Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 
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2.—BUTCHERS’ SHOPS. 


Buildings. 
1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—Every room must be provided with adequate openings, 
1.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room 
the area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall 
be equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room. 


3.—All ventilation openings shall be covered with fine wire 
gauze to exclude flies. 


4.—In addition to the window space, perforated air-bricks 
must be built mto the external walls just below the ceiling level. 


5.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part must be plastered with ordinary 
plaster and limewashed, the limewashing-to be renewed annually 
and at other times when found necessary by the Public Health 
Authorities.

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(6b) An impervious drainage channel formed in the floor 
of the room in which the sink exists as described in 
Article 11 of these conditions.

25.—‘‘FISIKH’’ STORES. 


Note—Fisikh stores should not be allowed in the middle of a 
town. The outskirts should be selected, so that a suitable distance 
from habitations may be insisted upon if thought necessary, and if 
any nuisance arises it will be mitigated by the open nature of the 
surroundings. To fix a distance which shall be applicable in all cases 
is somewhat difficult, but in the outskirts probably 10 or 20 metres 
would be sufficient in many instances.

4.—In addition to the window space, perforated air-bricks 
must be built into the external walls just below the ceiling level.

The upper part of the walls must be plastered with ordinary 
plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed annually 
and at other times when found necessary by the Public Health 
Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must also be limewashed 
annually.

Pipes must be laid from the nearest water 
main and the water supplied directly therefrom by means of 
taps within the building. All wells on the premises must 
be filled up and pumps removed. 


(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, the 
water must be derived from an artesian or Abyssinian tube 
well or other source PRE by the Department of Public 
Health. 


Wells. 

10.—A well must be at least twenty metres distant from any 
cesspit and its depth must be at least twenty metres. (The depth 
of the well shall be measured by the Public Health Inspector by means 
of a piece of lead attached to a cord marked by a knot at a distancee 
twenty metres from the lead. If a pump already exists, the top of 
the pump must be removed and the piece of lead to which the cord is 
attached must be lowered down the tube.) 


Analysis of Water. 
11..-When water is not obtained from the public supply, samples 
must be submitted to the Department of Public Health for analysis. 


Water Storage Cistern. 

12.—-The water from the well must be pumped through a closed 
pipe directly into a closed galvanized iron cistern. There must not 
be any draw-off taps on the pipe leading from the pump to the cistern. 
The cistern shall be provided with a closely-fitting cover, which must 
always be kept locked with a padlock and shall be ventilated by 
means of a short small pipe bent over with its open end pointing 
downwards. The cistern shall be so placed that the bottom is at 
least two metres above the floor level. 


13.—From the cistern the water must be distributed to the factory 
by means of pipes separately connected to the cistern. 


14..-The water from the cistern shall be used exclusively for 
the factory and no other water will be allowed therein for any purpose 
whatever. 
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Substitution of Water from Public Supply. 

15.—Whenever a public water supply is established in a town 
after the issue of the permit, the water from such public supply must 
be used in the factory in the manner mentioned in paragraph 9 (a). 
All other sources must then be abolished and any wells existing on 
the premises must be filled in and the pumps and cisterns removed. 


Filters. 

16.—Any filter that the proprietor wishes to employ must be 
of a type approved by the Department of Public Health and must 
always be kept scrupulously clean. 


Flushing Tanks for Water-closets, etc. 

17.—The storage cistern for the water supply of the factory must | 
be quite distinct and separate from a tank supplying water to a | 
water-closet or latrine. 


Drainage. 

18.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magruér, or drain, and no direct 
inlet to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection 
from a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under 
or in any building. 


19.—All waste water from the factory, except from a water- 
closet, must be discharged by open channels to pipes passing through 
an outer wall to a trapped gulley situated outside the building in 
the open air. The trapped gulley must discharge by means of a 
four-inch water-tight pipe drain :— 
(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 
(b) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly con- 
structed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed court- 
yard or open space outside the building and at least two 
metres distant from the external wall thereof. 


20.—Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron 
cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to such 
a height as to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood and at least 
two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


21.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the factory, so situated that the cesspits may be emptied 
without the contents being transported through any room forming 
part of the factory. 
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22.—As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the factory must be connected thereto and every cesspit on the 
premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


23.—The drainage from a water-closet basin shail be by means 
of a strong cast-iron ventilated soil-pipe connected to the public 
drainage system or cesspit of the factory. 


24.—Kvery sink on the premises must be drained by a properly 
trapped waste pipe. The trap shall be fixed immediately below 
the waste outlet of the sink. The waste pipe shall discharge to :— 


(a) A trapped gulley fixed outside the building in an unroofed 
courtyard. 


(6) An impervious drainage channel formed in the floor of the 


room in which the sink exists as described in Article 19 
of these conditions. 


Water-closets and Latrines. 


25.—No water-closet or latrine will be permitted either within 
the actual factory or any of its annexes, or communicating directly 
with it by door, window, or otherwise. 


26.—All water-closets and latrines must be built in separate 
annexes, in positions approved by the Department of Public Health. 


27.—Whenever possible, water-closets and latrines shall be pro- 
vided with properly trapped basins connected by means of ventilated. 
soil-pipes to the drainage system of the factory.

28.—In the case of Oriental pattern water-closets, thes quatting 
slab shall be fixed at a level three centimetres lower than the general 


_ floor level and the floor made to slope to the slab in order to drain all 


water from the floor to the slab and thence to the basin. 


29.—All water-closets shall be provided with efficient flushing 
cisterns fed from a pressure water supply. 


Bottle Washing. 


30.—Unless some more SAE and efficient sanitary method 
is employed, as for instance, entire cleansing in running water, the 
following method of cleansing bottles must be observed :— 

A tank must be provided for soaking dirty bottles before 
washing them. This tank must be constructed of glazed pottery, 
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galvanized iron, or wood lined with zinc or lead. The dirty water 
from this tank shall be conducted to open surface drains by means 
of an iron or lead pipe. After soaking, the bottles shall invariably | 
be washed in running water directly from taps. 
~ 

31.—Whenever the necessary pressure is available, the taps 
must be pointing upwards, and the bottles placed upside down 
upon them so that the tap projects into the neck of the bottle. 


32.—For the drainage of the bottles after being washed, there 
shall be provided a zinc-covered table having a groove down the 
middle with a slope towards a hole in the top of the table near one 
end. A .narrow ledge round the table to prevent the water from 
running over the edges shall also be zinc-covered. 


33.—-From the hole in the table, a lead or iron pipe shall conduct 
the dirty water to discharge to the drainage channels mentioned 
in Article 19 of these conditions. 


Automatic Wire Guard. 


34.—The machine for fillmg and charging the bottles must be 
provided with an automatic guard made of very close iron wire to 
protect the workmen in case of bottles bursting. - 


No Communication with Habitations. 


35.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall not 
be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from 
the factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


Special Room for Meals of Employees. 

36.—No eating shall take place in any room used in the business. 
A special room shall be provided for meals if it is intended to allow 
eating on the premises. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


37.—All parts of the factory must be kept scrupulously clean 
and in a condition of good repair. All floors shall be thoroughly 
washed at least once in twenty-four hours, 
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Materials. 


38.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the factory.

40.—No mineral or other harmful colouring matter shall be 
used to colour the products. 


Syrups. 


41.—All syrups used in the factory shall be kept in glass, glazed 
earthenware, or enamelled iron vessels furnished with well-fitting 
covers to prevent the ingress of insects and dust. 

The vessels must be furnished with taps to draw off the syrups. 
In no case shall the syrups be removed from the vessels in any other 
manner than by the taps. These vessels must be placed on shelves 
at least one and a half metres above the level of the floor. 


Products. 


42.—All products of the factory must be maintained clean, 
fresh and wholesome after manufacture and must be kept in clean 
vessels, covered, and placed in cool, well ventilated cupboards or 
stores. 


43.—Any products which are not disposed of while still fresh 
must be destroyed. 


Utensils. 


44.—All tools, utensils, apparatus, etc., used in the factory 
shall be kept scrupulously clean, and shall not be used for any 
purposes other than those for which the factory is licensed. 


Shelves. 


45.—All shelves in the factory and all barrels and materials 
stored therein must be fixed or raised at least 30 centimetres above 
the level of the floor, so as to cause no obstacle to the ehorouss clean- 
ing or washing thereof, 
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Employees. 


46.—A register of names and addresses of all employees shall | 
be kept in the factory and produced for inspection by the Public | 
Health Authorities when required. 


47.—Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. 


48.—No person shall be permitted to take part in the working 
of the factory who does not wear clean clothing, who does not 
observe habits of personal cleanliness, who is suffering from any 
skin disease, or who is suffering or has recently been suffering from 
am infectious disease, or has recently been in contact with a person 
so suffering. 


49.--No person who is not employed in the work of the factory 
shall be allowed in any room thereof. 


infectious Diseases. 

50.---The owner or occupier of the factory shall give immediate 
notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or suspected 
case of infectious disease which may occur among the persons working 
or who have been recently working in the factory. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 

51.---No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified. 
Animals and Birds.

Permit and Plan of Establishment. 


53.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities.

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29. BREWERIES. 


Buildings. 
1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside.

25.—No preservative, colouring or flavouring matter of a character 
possibly injurious to the consumer may be added to the spirit. 


26.—The fermentation room must be well ventilated and no 
basement or unventilated well can be permitted in any position in 
the neighbourhood of the fermentation room, where such would be 
likely to collect and retain carbonic acid in such a way as to be dan- 
gerous to any person entering or working therein. 
Rats and Rat Holes. 

27.—-The establishment must be kept free from rats. All rat 
holes must be filled up with broken glass and covered with cement as 
soon as found. 
Fuel. 


28.—No street sweepings or similar material shall be used as fuel 
in the establishment. 
Employees. 

29.—A register of names and addresses of all employees shall 
be kept in the establishment and produced for inspection by the 
Public Health Authorities when required. 


30.—Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. | 


31.—No person shall be permitted to take part in the working of 
the establishment who does not wear clean clothing, who does not 
observe habits of personal cleanliness, who is suffering from any skin 
disease, or who is suffermg or has recently been suffering from an 
infectious disease. 
Loitering prohibited. 

32.—No person who is not employed in the work of the establish- 
ment shall be allowed in any room thereof. 
Infectious Diseases. 

33.—The owner or occupier of the establishment shall. give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or 
suspected case of infectious disease which may occur among the per- 
sons working or who have been recently working in the establishment. 
Sub-letting prohibited. 

84.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified. 
Animals and Birds. 


35.—No animal or bird shall be kept in the establishment on any 
pretence whatever. 
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Permit and Plan of Establishment. 

36.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and pro- 
duced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan of the 
premises approved by the Public Health Authorities shall be kept 
posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates of 
the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 


31.—-BEER-BOTTLING FACTORIES. 
Buildings. 

1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks | 

or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 

2.—Kvery room must be provided with adequate openings, 

z.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room 
the area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall 
be equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room. 

3.—All ventilation openings shall be covered with fine wire 

gauze to exclude flies. 
4.—In addition to the window space, perforated air-bricks 
must be built into the external walls just below the ceiling level. 

5.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part of the walls and ceiling must be plastered 
with ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed 
annually and at other times when found necessary pipe the Public 
Health Authorities. 

6.—The floors of all rooms aaa passages must not be below 
ground level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation 
covered with asphalt, cement, or balat. The floors must slope to 
open drainage channels. 

7.—All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 

whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap 
at least once every six months and at other times when found necessary 
by the Public Health Authorities. 

Water Supply. 

8.—The water used in the establishment and any of its annexes 

on the premises, such as a stable, etc., must be derived :— 

(2) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest water main 
and the water supplied directly therefrom by means of taps 
within the building. All wells on the premises must be filled 
up and pumps removed, 
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(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, the water 
must be derived from an artesian or Abyssinian tube well 
or other source approved by the Department of Public 
Health. 


Wells. 

9.—A well must be at least twenty metres distant from any 
cesspit and its depth must be at least twenty metres. (The depth 
of the well shall be measured by the Public Health Inspector by means 
of a piece of lead attached to a cord marked by a knot at a distance of 
twenty metres from the lead. If a pump already exists, the top of 
the pump must be removed and the piece of lead to which the cord is 
attached must be lowered down the tube.) 


Analysis of Water. 
10.—When water is not obtained from the public supply, samples 
must be submitted to the Department of Public Health for analysis. 


Water Storage Cistern. j 

11.—The water from the well must be pumped through a closed 
pipe directly into a closed galvanized iron cistern. There must not 
be any draw-off taps on the pipe leading from the pump to the cistern. 
The cistern shall be provided with a closely-fittng cover, which must 
always be kept locked with a padlock, and shall be ventilated by 
means of a short small pipe bent over with its open end pointing 
downwards. The cistern shall be so placed that the bottom is at 
least two metres above the floor level. 


12.—From the cistern the water must be distributed to the 
establishment by means of pipes separately connected to the cistern. 


13.—The water from the cistern shall be used exclusively for 
the establishment. No other water will be allowed in the establish- 
ment for any purpose whatever. 


Substitution of Water from Public Supply. 

14.—Whenever a public water supply is established in a town 
after the issue of the permit, the water from such public supply 
must be used in the establishment im the manner mentioned in 
paragraph 8 (a). All other sources must then be abolished and any 
wells existing on the premises must be filled in and the pumps and 
cistern removed, 
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Filters. 


15.—Any filter that the proprietor wishes to employ in the 
establishment must be of a type approved by the Department of 
Public Health and must always be kept scrupulously clean. 


16.-The storage cistern for the water supply of the establish- 
ment must be quite distinct and \separate from a tank supplying 
water to a water-closet or latrine. 


Drainage. 

17.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, and no direct 
inlet to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection 
from a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under 
or in any building. 


18.—All waste water from the establishment, except from a water- 
closet, must be discharged by open channels to pipes passing through 
an outer wall to a trapped gulley situated outside the building in 
the open air. The trapped gulley must discharge by means of a 
four-inch water-tight pipe drain :— 

(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(b) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly con- 
structed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed court- 
yard or open space outside the building and at least two 
metres distant from the external wall thereof. 


19.—Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron cover 
and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to such a height 
as to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood and. at least two metres 
above the neighbouring roofs. . 


20.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the establishment, so situated that the cesspits may be 
emptied without the contents being transported through any room 
forming part of the establishment. 


21.—As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


22.—The drainage from a water-closet basin shall be by means 
of a strong cast-iron ventilated soil-pipe connected to the public 
drainage system or cesspit of the establishment, 
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23.—Clean water used solely for cooling or condensing purposes 
may be drained into a canal or drain, but must not be discharged 
into a birka or on to low-lying land. | 


Latrines, etc. 


24.—No water-closet shall be situated inside the main building 
of the establishment unless it be provided with a properly trapped 
water-closet basi and an efficient flushing cistern fed from a pressure 
water supply. 


25.—Water-closets, when situated within the main _ building, 
shall not open directly into any room thereof but shall open into a 
ventilated lobby. One wall, at least, of the water-closet, shall be an 
external wall in which a window for hght and ventilation must be 
constructed. 


26.—All water closet basins fixed inside the building shall be 
connected to a proper drainage disposal system by means of heavy 
cast-iron ventilated soil-pipes fixed on the outside of the external wall. 


27.—Wherever possible, employees’ latrmes shall be built in 
separate annexes, In which case, and where no public drainage system 
and pressure water supply are available, they may be constructed in 
the same manner as the approved latrines attached to mosques. 


No Communication with Habitations. 


28.--No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the establishment and forming part of the same building 
shall not be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated 
from the establishment by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without 
openings, extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


Maintenance. 

29.--All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. All floors shall be thoroughly 
washed at least once in twenty-four hours, 
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Bottle Washing. 

30.—Unless some more suitable and efficient sanitary method 
is employed, as, for instance, entire cleansing in running water, the 
following method of cleansing bottles should be observed :— 

A tank must be provided for soaking dirty bottles before 
washing them. This tank must be \constructed of glazed pottery, 
galvanized iron, or wood lined with zinc or lead. The dirty water 
from this tank shall be conducted to open surface drains by means 
of an iron or lead pipe. After soaking, the bottles shall invariably 
be washed in running water directly from taps. 


31.—Whenever the necessary water pressure is available the taps 
must be pointing upwards; the bottles must be placed upside down 
upon them so that the tap projects into the neck of the bottle. 


32.—For the drainage of the bottles after being washed, there 
shall be provided a zinc-covered table having a groove down the 
middle with a slope towards a hole in the top of the table near one 
end. A narrow ledge round the table to prevent the water from 
running over the edges shall also be zinc-covered. 


33.—From the hole in the table a lead or iron pipe shall conduct 
the dirty water to discharge to the drainage channels mentioned 
in Article 18 of these conditions. 


Utensils. 

34.—The utensils, apparatus, etc., used in the establishment 
shall be kept scrupulously clean and must not be used for any pur- 
poses other than those for which the establishment 1s licensed. 


Automatic Wire Guard. 

35.—The machine for filling and charging the bottles must be 
provided with an automatic guard made of very close iron wire to 
protect the workmen in case of bottles bursting. 


Materials. 
- 36.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the establishment. 


Employees. 

37.—A register of names and addresses of all employees shall be 
kept in the establishment and produced for inspection by the Public 
Health Authorities when required, 
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38.—Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. 


39.—No person shall be permitted to take part in the working of 
the establishment who does not wear clean clothing, who does not 
observe habits of personal cleanliness, who is suffering from any skin 
disease, or who is suffermg or has recently been suffering from an 
infectious disease.

32. «BUZA”’ FACTORIES. 
Buildings. 


1.—The building must be constructed -of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—Every room must be provided with adequate openings, 7.e. 

In each room the 
area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall be 
equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room. 


3.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part of the walls must be plastered with 
ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed 
annually and at other times when found necessary by the Public 
Health Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must also be lime- 
washed annually. 


4.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below ground 
level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation, covered 
with asphalt, cement, or baldt. 


5.—All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap 
at least once every six months and at other times when found necessary 
by the Public Health Authorities.

(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists.

11.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the factory, so situated that the cesspits may be emptied 
without the contents being transported through any room forming 
part of the factory. 


12.—-As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


Latrines, etc. 
13.—No water-closet shall be situated inside the main building 
of the factory. 


No Communication with Habitations. 

14._-No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication 
between the business premises and any habitation. A place on the 
same level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall 
not be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from 
the factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without opening, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling. 
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Ovens and Chimneys. 


15.—All boilers, fireplaces, stoves, etc., shall be properly 
constructed and so arranged that all smoke is conducted up a chimney, 
this being carried up to a sufficient height to cause no nuisance to the 
neighbourhood and at least two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


16.—All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. All floors-shall be thoroughly 
washed at least once in twenty-four hours. 


Materials. 


17.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the factory. 


18.—All materials used in the factory must be fresh, clean, and 
wholesome and must be stored in clean, cool, well ventilated, dust- proof 
and vermin-proof cupboards or stores. Such materials must not be 
used for any other purposes than making the products for which the 
factory 1s licensed. 


19.—No mineral or other harmful colouring matter shall be used 
to colour the products. 


Utensils, etc. 
20.—All tools, utensils, apparatus, etc., used in the factory shall 
be kept scrupulously clean. 


Copper Vessels to be tinned. 
21.—All copper vessels used in the factory must be tinned as 
often as necessary to keep them in a clean and sanitary condition.

Fuel. 
22.—-No street sweepings or similar material shall be used as fuel 
in the factory. 


Refuse. 
23.-All refuse must be removed from the factory daily. 


Fermentation Vats. 
24.—The fermentation vats are to be of earthenware. 
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Employees. 


25.—A register of name and addresses. of all employees shall be 
kept in the establishment and produced for inspection by the Public 
Health Authorities when required. 


26.—Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. 


27.—No person shall be permitted to take part in the working of 
the establishment who does not wear clean clothing, who does not ob- 
serve habits of personal cleanliness, who is suffering from any skin 
disease, or who is suffering or has recently been suffermg from an 
infectious disease. 


Loitering prohibited.

3.—The lower two metres of the walls must be plastered with 
cement, so as to be absolutely impermeable. The upper part of 
the walls and ceilings must be plastered with ordinary plaster and 
liimewashed, the imewashing to be renewed annually and at other 
times when found necessary by the Public Health Authorities. 


4.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below 
sround level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation, 
covered with asphalt, cement, baldt, or marble, and must be absolutely 
impermeable. The floors must be laid to slope to open surface 
drainage channels or to floor traps in such a way that all waste water 
will flow to these open drainage channels or floor traps. 


5.—All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap at 
least once every six months, and at other times when found necessary 


by the Public Health Authorities. 


6.—The seats (lawdn) shall be of wood and movable in order to 
allow of cleaning underneath. 


Latrines. 

7.—Whenever possible, latrines must be situated in unroofed — 
courtyards with ample means of light and ventilation directly from 
the open air. 


8.—Latrines must be provided with properly trapped basins, 
enamelled white inside, and efficient flushing cisterns. All latrine 
basins must be drained to a proper drainage disposal system by means 
of heavy cast-iron ventilated soil-pipes (inglish pattern) fixed on the 
outside of an external wall. 
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9.—A water tap should be provided in each latrine for ablution 
purposes. 


10.—In the case of Oriental pattern water closets, the squatting 
slab shall be fixed at a level three centimetres lower than the floor 
level, and the floor shall be made to slope to the slabs so that all water 
will flow from the floor to the slabs and thence to the latrine basins. 


Drainage. 

11.—No cesspit, fosse, egout, magrur, or drain, and no direct 
inlet to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrur, or drain, except a connection 
from a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under 
or in any building. . 


12,—All waste water from the establishment, except from a water 
closet, must be discharged by open channels or floor traps to pipes 
passing through outer walls to trapped gulleys situated outside the 
building in the open air. The trapped gulleys must discharge by means 
of a four-inch water-tight pipe drain :— 


(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(6) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly 
constructed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed 
courtyard or open space outside the building, and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof.

Furnaces and Chimneys. 

21.—All boilers, fireplaces, furnaces, etc., shall be properly 
constructed and so arranged that all smoke 1s conducted up chimneys, 
these being carried up to a sufficient height to cause no nuisance to the 
neighbourhood and at least two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


Prevention of Nuisance. 

22.—If street sweepings be used as fuel, particular care must be 
taken in the construction and working of the furnaces in order to 
avoid any nuisance whatever to the neighbourhood. 


‘‘ Gora.” . 

23.—The géra for qosremel, or ashpit, must be provided with 
an iron door so that the géra or ashpit may be completely closed 
during the operations of raking the ashes from the furnaces and of 
preparing the gosremel. 


Type of Furnace, etc. 

24.—The Department of Public Health type plan No. 5348, 
shows an arrangement for conducting all smoke from the furnaces, 
and all dust arising therefrom and from the géra, to a chimney carried 
up high above the bath and surrounding buildings. Hither this 
or some other equally efficient arrangement must be adopted in 
the construction of the furnaces, etc., of the bath. 


12 
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‘‘ Qosremel’’ Store. 

25.—If gosremel be stored on the premises, other than in the 
gora or gosremel preparing room, a special storeroom properly roofed 
and with a door to shut it off from the rest of the establishment must 
be provided for such storage. 


Fuel Store. 

26.—-A special roofed and well ventilated store snust be provided 
for the fuel; it must be at least three metres high and must be con- 
structed of incombustible material. 


27.—Where street sweepings are used for fuel, not more than 
seven days’ supply is to be stored on the premises. 


Accommodation for ‘* Zabbalin.’’ 


28.—If zabbalin live on the premises, rooms must be provided 
for their accommodation. 


29.—These rooms must be built of incombustible material, 
and with impermeable floors, the walls must be plastered and 
limewashed and the limewashing renewed annually and at other 
times when found necessary by the Public Health Authorities. 


30.—A special latrine shall be provided for the zabbalin and 
shall fulfil the conditions specified in Articles 7, 8, 9, 10. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


31.—All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. All floors must be thoroughly 
washed at least once in twenty-four hours. 


Infectious Diseases. 
32.—The owner or occupier of the establishment shall give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or sus- 
pected case of infectious disease which may occur among the persons 
working or who have been recently working in the establishment. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 
33.—No part of the bwilding for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified..

‘The upper part of the walls must be plastered with 
ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed 
annually and at other times when found necessary by the Public 
Health Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must also be lime- 
washed annually. 


4.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below 
ground level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation, 
covered with cement, asphalt, or baldt. 


5._-All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. . 
Water Supply. | 

6.—The water used in the bath must be derived :— 


(a2) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main and 
the water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps within 
the building. All wells on the premises must be filled in 
and pumps removed. 

(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, from a 
source approved by the Department of Public Health. 

7.—Whenever a public water supply is established after the issue 

of the permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of paragraph 6 (a). 
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Drainage. 


8. No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, and no direct inlet — 


to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrur, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under or in any 
building. 


9.—All waste water from the establishment, except from a water- 
closet, must be discharged by open channels or floor traps to pipes 
passing through an outer wall to a trapped gulley situated outside | 
the building in the open air. The trapped gulley must discharge 
by means of a four-inch water-tight pipe drain :— 


(a) To the public dramage system, where available. 
(b) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly 
constructed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed 


courtyard or open space outside the building and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof. 


10..-Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron 
cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to such 
a height as to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood and at least 
two metres above the neighbouring roofs.

18.—There shall be a daily addition of fresh water to the bath 
amounting to not less than two-fifths of the total bulk of the water in 
the bath. 


Purity of Water Supply. 

19.—Should the source of the water supply to the bath, at any 
time subsequent to its approval by the Department of Public Health, 
become contaminated so as to constitute a danger to public health, 
or become otherwise unsuitable in the opinion of the Department 
of Public Health, the bath must be closed until.a supply from a source 
satisfactory to the said Department can be installed. 


20.—If, in the absence of a public drainage system, the method 
of disposal of the used water from the bath should, in the opinion of 
the Department of Public Health, at any time cease to work satis- 
factorily, some other system of disposal, approved by the said Depart- 
ment, must be installed. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


21.—-All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. 


Preliminary Shower Bath. 


22.—Shower baths must be provided and every person must 
wash under the shower bath before entering the swimming bath, 
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Costu mes. 


23.-—Costumes, if provided by the proprietors of the bath, must 
be kept scrupulously clean and washed with soap and water at least 
once a week. 


Infectious Diseases. 


24..—The use of the bath by persons suffering from obvious infec- 
tious or contagious disease is prohibited. 


Epidemics. 
25.—During epidemics of cholera the Department of Public Health - 


may order the bath to be closed, if it considers this desirable in the 
interests of public health. 


Inspection of Bath. 


26.—Access to the bath for purposes of inspection must be given 
at any time, when the bath is open, to accredited agents of the 
Public Health Authority. 


Hours of Opening. 


27.——The bath must not remain open outside the hours of 6 a.m. 
to 11 p.m. 


Permit and Plan of Establishment. 


28.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and pro- 
duced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan of the 
establishment approved by the Public Health Authorities shall be kept 
posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates of 
the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 
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35.—DYE WORKS. 


Buildings. 


1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—Every room must be provided with adequate openings, 
v.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room 
the area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall be 
equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room.

3.—The walls must be plastered and limewashed, the limewashing 
to be renewed annually and at other times when found necessary 
by the Public Health Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must 
also be limewashed annually. 


4.—The floors of all workrooms and passages must not be below 
ground level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation, 
covered with asphalt, cement, or balat. 


5.—-All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap 
at least once every six months and at other times when found necessary 


by the Public Health Authorities. 


Special Ventilating Fans. 


6.—The Department of Public Health retains the right to order 
the erection of special ventilation or dust-extraction fans in the rooms 
for unwrapping the tobacco and rolling the cigarettes, should it be 
considered necessary. 7 


Water Supply. 


7.—The water required for the factory or its annexes, such as 
a stable, etc., must be taken from the public filtered or well water 
supply alone. The pipes should be connected to the factory direct 
from the nearest water main and the water supplied direct therefrom 
by means of taps within the building. 
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Drainage. 


8.--No cesspit, fosse, egout, magrur, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magri, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under or in 
any building. 


9.—All waste water from the factory, except from water-closets 
or urinals, must be discharged by open channels or cast-iron waste 
pipes to pipes passing through an outer wall to a trapped gulley 
situated outside the building in the open air.

18.—A tap with a fixed sink or basin beneath it must be provided 
for the washing of the hands of employees. The sink or basin must 


be drained by a trapped waste pipe to a trapped gulley, as described 
in Article 9. 


No Communication with Habitations. 

19.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall not 
be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from 
the factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling, and so arranged that access 
of dust or fumes from the factory is impossible. 


Special Room for Meals. } 

20.--No articles of food or drink are allowed in any workroom 
of the factory, If it is desired to allow meals to be taken on the 
premises a special room should be provided for the purpose. 


Ovens and Chimneys. 

21.—All fireplaces, stoves, ovens, etc., shall be properly con- 
structed and so arranged that all smoke is conducted up chimneys, 
these being carried up to a sufficient height to cause no nuisance to 
the neighbourhood and at least two metres above the neighbouring 
roots. 
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Maintenance and Cleanliness. | 
22.—-All parts of the factory and the utensils, etc., used therein 
must be kept scrupulously clean and in a condition of good repair. 


NMiaterials, etc. 
23.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the factory. 


24,.—None of the utensils used in the trade are to be used for any 
purposes other than those for which the establishment is licensed. 


25.—In the room where tobacco is cut or opened, the workmen 
must wear outer garments of the type approved by the Public Health 
Authorities. These garments should be washed weekly or at such 
other intervals as the said authorities may require. 


26.—-The dust resulting from the cutting and unwrapping of 
the tobacco and the rolling of cigarettes should be collected in special 
receptacles to be provided for the purpose and must be deposited daily 
in the localities appointed for the purpose and approved by the 
Public Health Authorities. 


Employees. 

27.—A register of the names and addresses of all employees shall 
be kept in the factory, and produced for inspection by the Public 
Health Authorities when required. 


28.—Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. 


29,.—No person shall be permitted to enter or take part in the 
working of the factory, who does not wear clean clothing, who does 
not observe habits of personal cleanliness, who is suffering from 
any skin disease, or who is suffering or has recently been suffering 
from an infectious disease. 


Infectious Diseases. 

30.—The owner or occupier of the factory shall give immediate 
notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or suspected case 
of infectious disease which may occur among the persons working 
or who have been recently working in the factory. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 
31.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified.

Animals and Birds. 
32.—No animal or bird shall be kept in the factory on any 
pretence whatever. 


Permit and Plan of Establishment. 

33.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan 
of the factory approved by the Public Health Authorities must be 
kept posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates 
of the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 


39.—MATCH FACTORIES. 
Buildings. 
1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—Hvery room must be provided with adequate openings, 
z.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room the 
area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall be equal 
to at least one-sixth of the floor area of the room. 


3.—In every room in which dry grinding or other pulverization 
of chemicals is carried out, or in which dry mixing or sieving of 
chemicals takes places, extracting fans arranged to the satisfaction of 
the Public Health Authorities may be insisted on. 


4.—The walls and ceiling of every room and passage must be 
plastered internally, and limewashed at least once a year and at other 
times when found necessary by the Public Health Authorities. 


5.—In any room in which dry mixing, pulverization, or sieving 
of chemicals takes place, the Public Health Authorities may insist 
on the walls being painted or otherwise put in a condition which 
will permit of periodical washing. 


6.—All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap 
at least once every six months and at other times when found necessary 
by the Public Health Authorities. 


7.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below ground 
level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation covered 
with asphalt, cement, or baldt, 
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Water Supply. 

8.—T'he water used in the factory and any of its annexes such 
as a stable, etc., must be derived from the public filtered or well 
water supply alone, by means of pipes laid from the nearest main, 
and serving taps within the building. 


Drainage. 

9.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrur, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus may exist under or in 
any building. All waste water from the factory, except from a water- 
closet, must be discharged by open channels to a pipe passing through 
an outer wall to a trapped gulley situated outside the building in the 
open air. The trapped gulley must discharge by means of a four-inch 
water-tight pipe drain :— 


(a2) To the public drainage sialon where available. 

(6) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly 
constructed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed 
courtyard or open space outside the building, and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof. 


10.—Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron 
cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to 
such a height as to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood, and 
at least two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


11.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the factory, so situated that the cesspits may be emptied 
without the contents being transported through any room forming 
part of the factory. 


12.—As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


13.—The drainage from a water-closet basin shall be by means 
of a strong cast-iron ventilated soil-pipe connected to the public 
drainage system or cesspit of the factory. 


14.—Clean water used solely for cooling or condensing purposes 
may be drained into a canal or drain, but must not be discharged 
into a burka or on to low-lying land. 


Latrines, etc. 
15.—No water-closet shall be situated inside the main building 
of the factory unless it be provided with a properly trapped water- 
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closet basin and an efficient flushing cistern fed from a pressure 
water supply. 


16.—Water-closets, when situated within the main building, 
shall not open directly into any room thereof, but shall open into 
a ventilated lobby. One wall, at least, of the water-closet, shall 
be an external wall, in which a window for hght and ventilation 
must be constructed. 


17.—All water-closet basins fixed inside the building shall be 
connected to a proper drainage disposal system by means of heavy 
cast-iron ventilated soil-pipes fixed on the outside of the external 
wall. 


18.—Wherever possible, employees’ latrines shall be built in 
separate annexes, in which case, and where no public drainage system 
and pressure water supply are available, they may be constructed 
in the same manner as the approved latrines attached to mosques. 


Changing Room and Lavatory. 

19.—A room must be provided in which the workmen may 
change into overalls before entering the works and in which outdoor 
clothing may be left. This room must be arranged so that outdoor 
clothing and overalls can be kept apart. 


20.—-Opening out of the changing room there must be a lavatory, 
provided with one basin for every ten workmen. Soap for each 
basin must be provided by the proprietor. 


21.—The changing room and lavatory must be so situated that 
no person can leave the works without passing through them, but 
must not be in such a position as will permit of the entrance of trade 
dust from the works. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 
22.—All parts of the factory must be kept clean and in a condition 
of good repair. 


No Communication with Habitations. 

23.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall not 
be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from the 
factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling, and so arranged that access 
of dust or fumes from the factory 1s “impossible, 
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Separation of Processes. 

24,—The factory must be so arranged that the different processes 
are carried out in separate departments, 7.e. there will be separate 
rooms for :— - 


) The grinding and mixing of chemicals. 
) The dipping and drying.

(4) The coating of the striking surface of the box. 

All cutting and preparing of wood must be separate from the 
actual preparation of matches. 


Crude Ingredients. 

25.—No processes of chemical manufacture beyond the necessary 
mixing are to be allowed in the works. The ingredients used in the 
manufacture can only be introduced in the chemical form in which 
they are to be used. 

The access to poisonous substances must be controlled as far as 
possible. 


Prohibited Materials. 

26.—No phosphorous or chemical product containing phosphorous 
is to be used in the processes of manufacture except with a written 
authorization from the Public Health Authorities. 


Only Trade Material allowed. 

27.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the factory. No chemicals, 
other than chlorate of potassium, bichromate of potassium, oxide 
of lead (litharge), oxide of iron, and sulphide of antimony, are to be 
used in the processes of manufacture without a written authorization 
from the Public Health Authorities. 


Dusty Processes. 

28.—In any room in which grinding or other dusty operation in 
connection with the handling of chemicals is carried out, the workers 
must be provided with and wear suitable overalls of a pattern and 
materials approved by the Public Health Authorities. These garments 
must be washed weekly or at such other intervals as the Department 
of Public Health may require. 


Utensils. 


29.—No utensils used in the processes of manufacture are to he 
used for any other purpose. 
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Labour. 
30.—No labour other than adult male labour is to be employed 
in the works. 


Registration of Employees. 

31.—A register of all employees engaged in the factory must 
be kept, showing the name, age, address, nature of work, hours of 
work, date of engagement, and all dates of absence from work. 


Discharged Employees. 
32.—The discharge of all employees is to be notified to the Public 
Health Authorities with the reason of their discharge. 


Cleanliness of Employees. 

33.—Special attention is to be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees, and a responsible person should be put in charge of the 
changing room and lavatory to see that those who are required to 
wear overalls put them on before entering the works, and on leaving 
take them off previous to entering the lavatory, and that no person 
leaves the works for any purpose whatever without previously washing 
his hands and face and removing his overalls if these are worn. 


Medical Examination. 

34.—Arrangements are to be made for a monthly medical 
examination of the employees by a medical officer approved by the 
Public Health Authorities, and for reporting to such authorities any 
case of sickness occurring. 


Eating, Drinking, and Smoking. 

35.—It is prohibited to introduce any eatables, drinkables, or 
any form of tobacco into the factory ; and no eating, drinking, or . 
smoking will be allowed therein. 
Sub-letting. 
_ 36.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let ortused for carrying on at trade other than that specified. 


Animals and Birds. 
37.—No animal or bird shall be kept in the factory on any pretence 
whatever. 


Permit and Plan of Establishment. 

38.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A vlan 
of the factory approved by the Public Health Authorities shall be 
kept posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates 
of the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection, 
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40._ FACTORIES FOR BEATING, CARDING, 
PRESSING, OR OTHERWISE PREPARING WOOL, 
HAIR, AND JUTE, FOR TRADE PURPOSES. 


Buildings. 

1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside, unless 
required otherwise in accordance with Article 21. 


2.—Every room must be provided with adequate openings, 
v.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room 
the area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall 
be equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room. 


3.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part of the walls must be plastered with 
ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed 
annually and at other times when found necessary by the Public 
Health Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must also be lime- 
washed annually. 


4.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below 
ground level. They must consist of a strong concrete foundation, 
covered with asphalt, cement, or baldt. 


5.—All woodwork must be oil-painted and the paint renewed 
whenever necessary. It must be washed with hot water and soap 
at least once every six months and at other times when found necessary 
by the Public Health Authorities. 


Water Supply. 
6.—The water used in the factory must be derived :— 


(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main 
and the water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps 
within the building. All wells on the premises must be 
filled in and pumps removed. 


(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply eixsts, from a 
source approved by the Department of Public Health, 
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7.—Whenever a public water supply is established after the issue 
of the permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of paragraph 6 (a). 


Drainage. 

8.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under or in 
any building. 


9.—All waste water from the factory, except from a water-closet, 
must be discharged by open channels to pipes passing through an 
outer wall to trapped gulleys situated outside the building in the open 
air. The trapped gulley must discharge by means of a four-inch 
water-tight pipe drain :— 

(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(6) Where no public drainage system exists, to a properly 
constructed percolating cesspit situated in an wunroofed 
courtyard or open space outside the building and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof. 


10.—Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron 
cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to such 
a height as to cause no nuisance to the neighbouring buildings and 
at least two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


11.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the factory, so situated that the cesspits may be emptied 
without the contents being transported through any room forming 
part of the factory. 


_ 12.—As soon as a public drainage system is available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 


13.—The drainage from a water-closet basin shall be by means 
of a strong cast-iron ventilated soil-pipe connected to the public 
drainage system or cesspit of the factory. 


Latrines. 
14.—Latrines must be provided for the employees in the proportion 
of one latrine for each twenty-five persons, 
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15.—The latrines for women shall be entirely separate from 
those for men, and shall have separate entrances. 


16.—Wherever possible, employees’ latrines shall be built in 
separate annexes, in which case, and where no public drainage system 
and pressure water supply are available, they may be constructed 
in the same manner as the approved latrines attached to mosques. 


17.—No water-closet shall be situated inside the main building 
of the factory unless it be provided with a properly trapped water- 
closet basin with an efficient flushing cistern fed from a pressure 
water supply. 


18.—Water-closets, when situated within the main building, 
shall not open directly into any room thereof, but shall open into 
a ventilated lobby. One wall, at least, of the water-closet, shall be 
an external wall, in which a window for light and ventilation must 
be constructed. | 


19.—All water-closet basins fixed inside the building shall be 
connected to a proper drainage disposal system by means of heavy 
cast-iron ventilated soil-pipes fixed on the outside of the external wall. 


No Communication with Habitations. 


20._-No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the establishment and forming part of the same building 
shall not be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated 
from the establishment by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without 
openings, extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


Processes of Manufacture. 


21.—The beating, carding, pressing, or otherwise preparing wool, 
hair and jute for trade purposes must be performed in the open air 
if possible. 

If these processes are carried out in a building, such building 
must be single-storied and at least seven metres in height. It should 
be provided with a double-pitched roof with a ridge ventilator arranged 
along the whole length of the ridge of the roof. 
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22.—The place where the beating, carding, etc., is carried out, 
whether in the open air or in a building, must be provided with an 
impermeable floor made of baldt or cement or other impermeable 
material. This floor must be washed down daily after the day’s 
work is over. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. . 
23.—All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. 


Mechanical Ventilation and Extraction Fans. 

24.—The Department of Public Health retains the right to order 
the erection of special mechanical extraction or ventilating fans in 
such parts of the factory as may be found necessary. 


Workmen. 

25.—A register of names and addresses of all employees shall be 
kept in the establishment, and produced for inspection by the Public 
Health Authorities when required. 


Infectious Diseases. 

26.—The owner or occupier of the establishment shall give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or 
suspected case of infectious disease which may occur among the persons 
working or who have been recently working in the establishment. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 
27.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified.

2.—Kvery room must be provided with adequate openings for 
ventilation ; all such openings must open direct on to the open air. 
In order to keep the store as cool as possible, it should, whenever 
convenient, face towards the north or prevailing winds. 


Floors not to be paved. 


3.—The floors of the store must not be paved, but must consist 
of clean earth or sand. 


No Communication with Habitations. 


4.—No part of the business premises shall be used for residential 
purposes. There must be no direct communication between the 
interior of the store and any habitation. A place on the same level 
as the store and forming part of the same building shall not be used as 
a sleeping room. 


Miaintenance and Cleanliness. 


5.—The store shall be kept at all times clean and in a condition 
of good repair. 


6.—No materials or articles other than those for which the 
permit is given shall be introduced into the store. 


Permit to be kept on the Premises. 


7.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and pro- 
duced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. 
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42._GENERAL MARKETS (EXCLUDING CATTLE). 


1.—The market site must be at least 100 metres distant from 
habitations, canals, or river, and at \least twenty metres distant from 
any public road. A private road at least three and a half metres 
wide must be made from the public road to the gate of entry of the 
market. 


2.—The market site must be enclosed by a strong fence of wood 
or iron at least two metres in height and impassable to man and 
animals. 


3.—All fences and other woodwork must be oil-painted or tarred. 


4.—A wooden shelter must be erected in the market, this shelter 
to be at least fifteen metres long, eight metres wide, and four metres 
high. It should be oil-painted or tarred. 


5.—An Abyssinian pump shall be installed to supply water. 


6.—An area of at least two metres square immediately under 
and surrounding the pump must be paved with balat or with concrete 
plastered with cement with a smooth surface, or covered with asphalt. 


7.—In the centre of this paved area a trapped gulley shall be 
fixed to receive waste water from the pump. The surface of the 
paved area shall slope from all the edges to the trapped gulley. 


8.—From the trapped gulley a four-imch stoneware pipe drain shall 
conduct the waste water to a percolating pit of adequate size con- 
structed at a distance of not less than twenty metres from the Abys- 
sinian pump. 

9.—All parts of the market, z.e. the fences, shelters, pump, and 
the paved area and the percolating pit, etc., must be kept in good 
repair. | 

10.—The market place must be thoroughly cleaned after every 
market day. The refuse therefrom must be disposed of by burning, 
burying, or disposition in a suitable site. 

A special ghafir must be appointed and paid by the proprietor 
for this purpose. 

11.—This permit is for a general market without cattle. No cattle 
of any kind are to be sold or even admitted into the market. The 
word cattle here includes oxen, cows, bufialoes, sheep, and goats.

43.—PUBLIC CATTLE MARKETS. 


1.—-The market site must be at least 300 metres distant from 
habitations, 100 metres from the nearest canal or river, and at least 
twenty metres distant from any public road. A private road at least 
three and a half metres wide must be made from the public road to 
the gate of entry of the market. 


2.—The market site must be enclosed by a strong fence of wood 
or iron at least two metres in height and impassable to man and 
animals. ‘The cattle market must be separated from the general 
market by a similar fence. 


3.—-All fences and other woodwork and ironwork must be oil- 
painted or tarred. 


4.—A wooden shelter must be erected in each part of the market, 
each shelter to be at least fifteen metres long, eight metres wide, and 
four metres high. The shelters should be oil-painted or tarred. 


5.—An Abyssinian pump shall be installed to supply water. 


6.—A water basin shall be constructed under the pump. This 
basin shall be constructed of masonry built in hydraulic mortar and 
plastered with cement, all surfaces being finished perfectly smooth 
and all corners being rounded. 


7.—A percolating pit of adequate size shall be constructed, at a 
distance of not less than twenty metres from the pump, to dispose 
of waste water from the water basin mentioned in Article 6. 


8.—All parts of the market, z.e. the fences, shelters, pump, and 
héds, etc., must be kept in good repair. 


9.—The market place must be thoroughly cleaned after every 
market day. The refuse therefrom may be disposed of by burning, 
burying, or disposition in a suitable site. 

A special ghafir must be appoimted and paid by the proprietor 
for this purpose. 
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44.—CATTLE SHEDS IN LARGE TOWNS. 
Buildings. 


1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—-The area of window space opening directly on to the open 
air shall be at least one metre by sixty centimetres for each animal. 
Wherever possible, openings in the roof as well as in the walls shall 
be provided. 


3.—The lower two metres of the walls must be plastered with 
cement. The upper parts of the walls must be plastered with ordinary 
plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed annually 
and at other times when found necessary by the Public Health 
Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must be limewashed annually. 


4.—The floor, which must be impermeable, must consist of a 
strong concrete foundation, covered with asphalt, cement, or baldt, 
and must slope towards the open drainage channels. The surface 
of the paving must be grooved, so as to afford a foothold for the 
animals. ) | 


5.—The width ot the cattle shed to accommodate a single row 
of animals must be at least five metres from the mangers to the opposite 
wall. <A cattle shed to accommodate a double row of animals must 
have a total width of eight metres. The floor space for each animal 
must be four by two metres. 


Water Supply. 
6.—Every cattle shed must have a supply of water suitable and 
sufficient for all purposes. Such water must be derived :— 

(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where such 
exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main and the 
water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps within the 
building. All wells on the premises must be filled up and 
pumps removed. 

(6) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, from a 
source approved by the Department of Public Health. 
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Whenever a public supply is established after the issue of the 
permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 6 (a). 


Drainage. 

7.—The interior drainage of the cattle shed shall be to open 
impervious channels constructed in the floor paving, these channels 
to be made so as to slope towards convenient outlet pipes passing 
through the outer walls of the building and discharging over trapped 
gulleys fixed outside the building in the open air. 

A four-inch pipe-drain will lead from the trapped gulley :—- 


(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(b) Where such system is not available, to a properly constructed 
percolating cesspit situated outside the building and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof. The 
cesspit must be hermetically closed by means of .a well- 
fitting iron cover and must be ventilated by means of a 
four-inch cast-iron pipe carried to a sufficient height to 
cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 
8.—All parts of the cattle shed must be kept clean and in a 
condition of good repair. 


Accommodation. 
9.—The number of animals allowed to be kept in the cattle shed 
will be endorsed on the permit. 


Cleanliness and Disposal of Refuse. 

10.—The cattle shed must be kept clean. The floor shall be 
thoroughly swept and all dirt, dung, and other refuse removed not 
less than once a day. 

The floors must be thoroughly washed with clean water as often 
as may be necessary to keep them in a sanitary condition. The floors 
may be sprinkled with clean sand, earth, tibn, or bedding material 
in order to prevent the animals slipping. Any receptacle for dung, 
refuse, etc., must be furnished with fly-proof covers and must be 
placed in the open air on ground belonging to the cattle shed, but not 
in the street. The bottom or floor of such receptacle shall not be 
lower than the surface of the adjoining ground. The receptacle 
shall be so constructed that one of its sides is easily removable to 
facilitate cleaning. It must be maintained in such a condition of 
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repair as will prevent any of its contents from escaping or soaking 
into the ground or walls of any building. The receptacle must be 
emptied at least once in twenty-four hours. Dung, straw, or other 
cattle shed refuse must not be deposited in the public road or footway 
or on the roof of the cattle shed. 


No Connection with Habitations. 

11.—No part of the cattle shed shall be used for family residential 
purposes. There must be no direct communication between the 
interior of the cattle shed and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the cattle shed and forming part of the same building shall 
not be used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated 
from the cattle shed by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without 
openings, extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


12.—There shall be no water-closet or latrine within the building, 
nor communicating with it by door or window. 


13.—_No other animals except those for which the place is licensed 
shall be kept in the cattle shed. 


Permit and Plan. 

14.--The permit, together with a plan of the cattle shed as 
approved by the Public Health Authorities, shall be kept in the 
premises, and produced on demand of duly authorized delegates. 


Protection of Milk from Contamination. 


15.—At any cowshed, where milch kine are kept for the purpose of 
commerce in milk, the following conditions must be complied with :— 


(a) Milk vessels and other utensils used for dealing with milk 
must not be kept in the cowshed, nor in any room communi- 
cating with the cowshed or a living-room or latrine. 


(b) If milk be stored, treated, or prepared for sale on the premises, 
a special room or rooms entirely separate from the cowshed 
must be set aside for such storing, preparation, etc. This 
room or rooms shall fulfil all the conditions laid down for 
a dairy. 

(c) If the milk be at once removed from the premises for 
immediate distribution to consumers, the milk vessels and 
all other utensils for dealing with the milk must be kept 
in a special room or cupboard entirely cut off from the cow- 
shed, constructed throughout of impermeable material in 
such a manner that it can be easily and thoroughly cleaned. It 
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must be well ventilated. Its floors must be raised above the 
ground level and it must be sheltered from the sun. This 
room or cupboard must be limewashed inside every three 
months and whenever found necessary by the Public Health 
Authorities. 


Every milk vessel and other utensil used for milk must not 
be used for any other purpose. 

Every such vessel or utensil must be festa? cleaned 
immediately after use, and at least once in twenty-four hours 
by washing with boiling water, to which 1 per cent of carbonate 
of soda must be added. 


Every milk vessel returned or brought to the establishment 
shall immediately be cleaned, as described in clause (d). 


A register of names and addresses of all employees shall 
be kept in the establishment and produced for inspection 
by the Public Health Authorities when required. 


Special attention must be paid to the cleanliness of the 
employees. All persons employed in miuking, handling the 
milk vessels, etc., must wear clean clothing and must 
observe habits of personal cleanliness. 


No person suffermg from any infectious or skin disease, or 
having recently been in contact with a person suffermg from 
an infectious disease, shall be allowed to milk cows or to 
handle milk vessels, or to take part in the production, 
distribution, or storage of milk. 


The owner or occupier of the establishment Ae give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any 
case or suspected case of infectious disease which may occur 
among the persons working or who have been recently 
working in the establishment. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 


16.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified. 


Permit. 


17.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. 
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45. -PUBLIC STABLES. 


General. 


1.—A public stable is only to be used for the accommodation of 
animals used for draught purposes or as beasts of burden. 


Buildings. 


2.-The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


3.—The area of window space opening directly on to the open 
air shall be at least one metre by sixty centimetres for each animal. 
Wherever possible, openings in the roof as well as in the walls should 
be provided. 


4.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plas- 
tered with cement. The upper part must be plastered with ordinary 
plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed annually 
and at other times when found necessary by the Public Health 
Authorities. The ceiling, if not painted, must also be limewashed 
annually. 


5.—The floor must consist of a strong concrete foundation 
covered with asphalt, cement, or baldt, and must slope towards open 
drainage channels. 


6.—The width of a stable to accommodate a single row of animals 
must be at least four metres from the mangers to the opposite wall. 
A stable to accommodate a double row of animals must have a total 
width of eight metres. The floor space for each animal must be 
four by two metres. 


Water Supply. 
7.—-The water used in the stable must be derived :— 


(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main and 
the water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps within 
the building. All wells on the premises must be filled in 
and pumps removed, 
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(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, from a 
i source approved by the Department of Public Health. 
8.—Whenever a public water supply is established after the issue 
of the permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted 1 in accord- 
ance with the provisions of paragraph 7 (a). 


Drainage. 


§.—The drainage shall be by means of shallow open channels 
laid so as to slope towards convenient outlet pipes passing through 
the outer walls and discharging over syphoned gulley traps. 

A four-inch drain will lead from the gulley trap :- 


(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(b) Where such system is not available, to a properly constructed 
percolating cesspit situated outside the building and at least 
two metres distant from the external wall thereof. The 
cesspit must be hermetically closed by means of a well-fitting 
iron cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe 
carried up to a sufficient height as to cause no nuisance to 
the neighbourhood, and at least two metres above the neigh- 
bouring roofs.

12.—The number of animals allowed will be endorsed on the 
permit. 


Cieaniiness and Disposal of Refuse. 


13.—The stable must be kept clean. The floor shall be thoroughly 
swept and all dirt, dung, and other refuse removed not less often 
than once a day. 


14.—-Any receptacle for dung, refuse, etc., must be furnished 
with fly-proof covers and must be placed in the open air on ground 
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belonging to the stable, but not in the street. The bottom or floor 
of such receptacle shall in no case be lower than the surface of the 
adjoming ground. The receptacle shall be so constructed that one 
of its sides is easily removable to facilitate cleaning. It must be 
maintained at all times in such a condition of repair as will prevent 
any of its contents from escaping or soaking into the ground or into 
the walls of any building. 


15.—The receptacle must be emptied at Jeast once In every 
forty-eight hours. 


16..—Dung, straw, or other stable refuse must not be deposited 
in the public road or footway, or on the roof of the stable. 


No Connection with Habitations. 


17..-No part of the stable shall be used for family residential 
purposes. There must be no direct communication between the 
interior of the stable and any habitation. A place on the same level 
as the stable and forming part of the same building shall not be used 
as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from the stable 
by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, extending 
from the floor to the ceiling. 


Rats and Rat Holes. 

18.—-The stable must be kept free from rats. All rat holes must» 
be filled up with broken glass and covered with cement as soon as 
found. 


Permit and Plan. 

19.—The permit, together with a plan of the stable as approved, 
shall be kept on the premises, and produced on the demand of duly 
authorized, persons. 
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46.—-PIGSTIES. 


Buildings. 


1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, or other incombustible and impermeable material. 


2.—One half of the sty must be roofed in; its average height must 
be at least two and a quarter metres. 


3.—Sufficient openings must be provided for adequate ventilation. 


‘ 4.—The walls must be impermeable ; if of masonry, brickwork, 
or concrete, they must be plastered in cement finished with a smooth 
surface.

Site. 


1.—Incubators must be situated to the south-east of any village 
and must not be within fifty metres of a village. 


Openings for Ventilation. 


2.—The incubators must be built with*sufficient openings for 
ventilation, which must always be kept open when the incubator 
is not working.

Buildings.

15.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall not be 
used as a sleeping room unless it is effectually separated from the 
factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling. $ 


16.—No eating shall take place in any room used in the trade. 
If meals are taken on the premises, a special room must be set apart 


for the purpose. 
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Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


17.—All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. All floors shall be swept 
at least once in twenty-four hours and thoroughly washed at least 
once every week. 3 


Materials, Products, etc. 


18.—No materials or articles other than those used in connection 
with the trade shall be introduced into the factory. 


19.—All moist materials which have been received upon the 
business premises, and are not required for immediate use, must be 
stored in such a manner and in such a situation as to prevent the emis- 
sion of noxious or injurious effluvia therefrom. 


20.-All materials must be dried before being deposited in that 
part of the premises which has been appropriated for the storage 
thereof. 


21.-—In every case, where by reason of the state of the weather 
or for any other sufficient cause it may be impracticable to dry the 
materials, they must be subjected to the action of a sufficient quantity 
of milk of lime, and must be closely stacked. 


22.—-All residue or refuse which has been removed from any 
boiling-pan upon the premises where the trade is carried on, and which 
is not intended to be forthwith subjected to any further trade process 
upon the premises, must be deposited, immediately after removal 
from the pan, in a suitable chamber or shed, and in such a manner 
as to prevent the emission of any noxious or injurious effluvia from 
the residue or refuse so deposited, or must be placed, immediately 
after removal from the pan, in bags or sacks, casks, or barrels, which, 
when filled, shall be closed and fastened or covered in such a manner 
as to prevent the emission of noxious or injurious effluvia from the 
contents thereof. 


23.—In every case where the residue or refuse has been deposited 
in a chamber or shed, all the contents thereof must be removed from 
the premises within forty-eight hours after the deposit of the same 
in the chamber or shed. 


24.—No moist materials which, by reason of decomposition, 
have become useless for the purpose of glue-making, are to be kept 
for a longer time than may be necessary on any part of the business 
premises, 
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25. —At the close of each working day, every fragment of glue, 
or of any material used in glue-making, which has fallen or been 
deposited upon any part of the business premises, must be collected 
and placed in a suitable receptacle. 


26.—The interior and exterior of every boiling pan and every 
tank, vat, trough, or other receptacle upon the premises where the 
trade is carried on, must be thoroughly cleansed from time to time 
as often as may be necessary to prevent any accumulation of filth 
in or upon the pan, tank, vat, trough, or receptacle. 


27. All waste lime from any pit upon the business premises 
must be forthwith deposited in suitable vessels or receptacles, or in a

Woodwork. | | 
6.-—-All woodwork must be oil-painted, varnished, or tarred. 


Drainage. 


7.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrur, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under or in 


any building. 
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8.—All waste water and other liquids from the establishment 
shall be discharged by the open drainage channels referred to in 
Article 4 of these conditions, to pipes passing through an outer wall 
to trapped gulleys situated outside the building in the open air. The

If the materials are stored in buildings or sheds, or are stored 
within 100 metres of any building, or if at any subsequent time any 
other building whatever is built within 100 metres of the place of storage, 
or in the case of a store in a market enclosure, the following conditions 
must be complied with :— 


Construction. 

1.—Any building used for the storage of chemical and organic 
manures or nitrates shall be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks, or 
corrugated sheet iron. If built of corrugated sheet iron, the inside of 
the sheets shall be sunk at least six inches into the earth. 

No wall of the store shall be a party wall, that is, no wall shall 
form part of any other building. 


2.—The roof shall be a sloping roof and must be constructed of 
incombustible material. 


Ventilation. 

3.—All ventilation openings shall be constructed in the upper 
part of the store ; whenever possible, they shall be made in the root. 
All ventilation openings shall be covered with wire netting. 


No other Material to be stored. 

4.—No seeds, bags, wood, baskets, or any materials whatever, 
other than those for which the building is licensed, shall be introduced 
into the store. 


No Artificial Light, etc., allowed. 
5.—No lamp, candle, match, or any other artificial lighting shall 
be introduced into the store. 


No Smoking allowed. 
6,—Smoking inside the store 1s strictly prohibited. 
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53.—-‘*‘ DEPOTOIRS”’ INWHICH 
MANURE MANUFACTURE IS CARRIED ON. 


Road to ‘‘Dép6toir.’’ 


1.—Access to the dépétoiwr must be provided by means of a properly 
constructed road at least three metres wide. 
(This should be remembered in choosing the site.) 


Basins, Area, and Depth. 


2.—The liquid and semi-solid materials must be emptied into 
basins, the sides of which shall not exceed six metres in length, and 
the depth shall not exceed fifty centimetres. 


‘Construction. 


3.—The basins will consist of excavations in the ground. The 
sides must be faced with stone or burnt brick set in cement, or cement 
concrete. . 

The upper edges of the basins must also be similarly faced so as 
to form a paved horizontal edge fifteen centimetres wide all round 
the basins at ground level. 


Floors. 


4.—The floors of*the basins must be of cement or concrete where- 
ever possible. 

Wherever the local conditions allow of the cement or concrete 
floor being omitted, great care must be taken when removing the 
mixed materials that the level of the bottom of the basin is main- 
tained and is not excavated. 


Tipping Place. 


5.—The tipping place for each basin shall be at least four metres 
wide and paved with thick hard stone such as Abu Za‘bal basalt 
for a distance of one and a half metres from the edge of the basin. 

At a distance of twenty-five centimetres from the edge of the 
basin and about thirty centimetres above the ground level there 
shall be fixed a solid beam of wood at least twenty-five centimetres 


Manure Factories. 
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by twenty-five centimetres, or an iron bar such as an old railway 
rail, so that the carts, backing on the platform, against this beam 
or bar, are prevented from slipping back into the basin whilst empty- 
ing their contents therein. 

The bar must he fixed with a sufficient number of iron stays 
anchored in blocks of concrete. 


Admixture with Dust. 


6.—In order to hasten the drying of the vidange materials in 
the basins it is the usual practice in some localities to mix dry earth 
or dust with the materials. This also serves a useful purpose in dilut- 
ing the manurial materials, for most of these are so strong that they 
cannot be applied to the land without some similar admixture. The 
dust of street sweepings which have been screened or picked forms 
a very suitable medium for such admixture, also the ashes from the 
refuse destructor. The utilization of screened sweepings for this 
purpose possesses a double advantage in that it provides a means of 
disposal of these latter. It is therefore desirable that, wherever 
possible, the site on which the street sweepings are dealt with should 
be adjacent to that of the basins. 


Basins to be used in Succession. 


7.—The basins should be used in succession, so that whilst the 
liquid and semi-solids are being mixed up with dust in one basin, the 
mixture in another basin is drying ready to be carted. 

In general, the materials should not be left to dry m the basins 
for a longer period than six days. 


Boundary Marks. 


8.—The dépétoir should be surrounded by a fence one metre high 
or should have the boundaries defined by posts of masonry or iron.

3.—The pits must be constructed of khafgy or other similar 
impermeable material, and no burrow pits are on any account to be 
made round them. The edges of the pits should be raised twenty-five 
centimetres above the surrounding ground. 


Drainage. 

4.—The waste water from the pits is on no account to be allowed 
to drain into a river, canal, or masraf from which drinking water is taken 
further down. its course. 

They should be drained either on to agricultural land in such a 
way that no accumulation or pools of water are formed, or into a 
properly constructed percolating pit. 


Water Supply.- 

5.—The pits must be supplied with fresh water. There must be 
no possibility of the water in the pits becoming contaminated with 
animal or human sewage.

8.—No cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, may exist under or in any 
building. 


9.—Clean water used solely for ccoling or condensing purposes 
may be drained into a canal or drain but must not be discharged 
into a birka or on to low-lying land, 
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Latrines. 

10.—Latrines, if provided, shall be built in separate annexes, 
and. where no public drainage system is available, may be constructed 
in the same manner as the approved latrines attached to mosques. 


No Communication with Habitations. 

11.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the establishment and forming part of the same building 
shall not be used as a sleeping room unless it be effectually separated 
from the establishment by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without 
openings, extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


Ovens and Chimneys. 

12.—All engines, boilers, fireplaces, stoves, ovens, etc., shall be 
properly constructed and so arranged that all smoke and waste 
gases are conducted up chimneys, these being carried up to a sufficient 
height to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood and at least two 
metres above the neighbourmg roofs. 


4* Birkas’’ prohibited. 
13.—No birkas must be made by the excavation of clay in the 
vicinity of the establishment. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 
14.—All parts of the establishment must be kept scrupulously 
clean and in a condition of good repair. 


Fencing of Machinery. 

15.—-All moving parts of the machinery, driving belts, ete., 
shall be properly fenced in to prevent accidents to workpeople and 
others. 


Infectious Diseases. 

16.—The owner or occupier of the establishment shall give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or 
suspected case of infectious disease which may occur among the persons 
working or who have been recently working in the establishment. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 
17.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let, or used for carrying on any trade other than that specified. 


Animals and Birds. 
18.—No animal or bird shall be kept in the establishment on any 
pretence whatever. 
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Permit and Plan of the Establishment. 

19.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and pro- 
duced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan of the 
premises approved by the Public Health Authorities shall be kept 
posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates 
of the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 


58.—SKIN-DYEING WORKS. 
Buildings. 
1.—The building must be constructed of masonry, burnt bricks 
or concrete, and must be at least four metres high inside. 


2.—Every room must be provided with adequate openings, 
z.e. windows or skylights, for ventilation and light. In each room 
the area of window space opening directly on to the open air shall 
be equal to at least one-sixth of the floor area of that room. 


3.—The lower one and a half metres of the walls must be plastered 
with cement. The upper part of the walls must be plastered with 
ordinary plaster and limewashed, the limewashing to be renewed 
annually and at other times when found necessary by the Public 
Health Authorities. The ceiling, 1f not painted, must also be lime- 
washed annually. 


Floors. 
4.—The floors of all rooms and passages must not be below 


ground level. They must consist of strong concrete foundations 
covered with asphalt, cement, or baldt, and must be impermeable. 
They shall be laid with falls towards open drainage channels constructed 
in the floor. 


Water Supply. 

5.—The water supply used in the factory must be derived :— 

(a) From the public filtered or well water supply alone, where 
such exists. Pipes must be laid from the nearest main 
and the water supplied direct therefrom by means of taps 
within the building. All wells on the premises must be filled 
in and pumps removed. 

(b) Where no public filtered or well water supply exists, from a 
source approved by the Department of Public Health. 


6.—Whenever a public water supply is established after the 
issue of the permit, such water supply must be forthwith adopted 
in accordance with the provisions of Article 5 (a). 
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Vats. 


7.—All vats for soaking, washing, dyeing, etc., must be watertight, 
and, where constructed on a raised platform,must be constructed of 
impermeable masonry and plastered with cement plaster; the walls 
above the platform shall be cemented to a height of at least fifty 
centimetres above the top of the platform. 


Woodwork. ) 
8.—All woodwork must be oil-painted, varnished, or tarred. 


Drainage. 

9.—No cesspit, fosse, egout, magrur, or drain, and no direct inlet 
to a cesspit, fosse, égout, magrir, or drain, except a connection from 
a properly trapped water-closet apparatus, may exist under or in 
any building. 


10.—All waste water and other liquids from the establishment 
shall be discharged by the open drainage channels referred to in 
Article 4 of these conditions, to pipes passing through an outer wall 
to trapped gulleys situated outside the building in the open air. The 
trapped gulley must discharge by means of a four-inch water-tight 
pipe drain :— 

(a) To the public drainage system, where available. 


(6) Where no public draiage system exists, to a properly con- 
structed percolating cesspit situated in an unroofed courtyard 
or open space outside the building and at least two metres 
distant from the external wall thereof. 


11.—Any existing cesspit must be covered by a gas-tight iron 
cover and ventilated by a four-inch cast-iron pipe carried up to such 
a height as to cause no nuisance to the neighbourhood and at least 
two metres above the neighbouring roofs. 


12.—All cesspits must be constructed in unroofed courtyards 
belonging to the establishment, so situated that the cesspits may be 
emptied without the contents being transported through any, room’ 
forming part of the establishment. 


13.—As soon as a public drainage system 1s available, the drains 
of the establishment must be connected thereto and every cesspit 
on the premises must be cleaned out and filled in. 
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14,—The drainage from a water-closet basin shall be by means 
of a strong cast-iron ventilated soil-pipe connected to the public 
drainage system or cesspit of the establishment. 


Latrines, etc. 

15.—No water-closet shall be situated inside the mam building 
of the establishment unless it be provided with a properly trapped 
water-closet basin with an efficient flushing cistern fed from a pressure 
water supply. 


16.-—Water-closets, when situated within the main building, 
shall not open into a ventilated lobby. One wall, at least, of the water- 
closet, shall be an external wall, in which a window for light and venti- 
lation must be constructed. 


~All water-closet basins fixed inside the building shall be 
eae to a proper drainage disposal system by means of heavy 
cast-iron ventilated soil-pipes fixed on the outside of the external wall. 


Wherever possible, workmen’s latrmes shall be built in 
pasa annexes, in which cases, and where no public drainage system 
and pressure water supply are available, they may be constructed 
in the same manner as the approved latrines attached to mosques. 


No Communication with Habitations. 

19.—No part of the business premises shall be used for family 
residential purposes. ‘There must be no direct communication between 
the business premises and any habitation. A place on the same 
level as the factory and forming part of the same building shall not 
be used as a sleeping room unless it be effectually separated from the 
factory by a masonry or burnt brick partition, without openings, 
extending from the floor to the ceiling. 


Special Rooms for ‘Meals of Employees. 

20.—No eating shall take place in any room used in the exploitation 
of the trade. A special room shall be provided for mealsJif it be 
intended to allow eating in the premises. 


Ovens, Chimneys, etc. 

21.—All fireplaces, stoves, ovens, etc., shall be properly con- 
structed and so arranged that all smoke is conducted up chimneys, 
these being carried up to a sufficient height to cause no nuisance to 
the neighbourhood and at least two metres above the neighbouring 
roofs. | 
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Fuel Store. 


22. A special room for the storage of fuel shall be provided and 
so situated that fuel can be carried to it without passing through 
any of the workrooms of the establishment. 


Maintenance and Cleanliness. 


23.—All parts of the establishment and utensils must be kept 
scrupulously clean and in a condition of good repair. 


Niaterials. 


24.-—-No materials or articles other than those used in the processes 
for which the establishment is licensed shall be introduced into the 
establishment. 

A list of all chemicals. etc., to be used in the establishment. must 
he submitted for the approval of the Department of Public Health, 
and no chemicals, etc., not contained in that approved list may be 
stored or used in the establishment. 


25.—No process of chemical manufacture may be carried on in 
the establishment. 


26.—The materials or ingredients used for dyeing the skins 
must be kept in locked cupboards and access to these poisonous 
substances most rigorously controlled. 


27.—No material employed in the process of dyeing may be used 
for any other purpose. 


28.—All preliminary preparations of the skins to be dyed in the 
establishment must be carried out in a licensed tannery. No skins 
should be dried in the establishment and no fresh or dry salted skins 
stored therein. 

All skins brought to the establishment to be dyed must be either 
ready tanned or the softening and decapillary processes must have 
been carried out in a licensed tannery. 


Employees. 


29.—A register of names and addresses of all employees shall 
be kept in the establishment and produced for inspection by the 
Public Health Authorities when required, 
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Infectious Diseases. 


30.—-The owner or occupier of the establishment shall give 
immediate notice to the Public Health Authorities of any case or 
suspected case of infectious disease which may occur among the persons 
working or who have been recently working in the establishment. 


Sub-letting prohibited. 


31.—No part of the building for which the permit is given shall 
be sub-let of used for carrying on any trade other than that specified. 


Permit and Plan of Establishment. 


32.—The permit must always be kept on the premises and 
produced on demand of the Public Health Authorities. A plan of 
the establishment approved by the Public Health Authorities will be 
kept posted in the establishment for the information of such delegates 
of the Department as may be charged with the duties of inspection. 
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
